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SOME RECENT NAVAL ORDERS. 


Two recent General Court Martial orders from the 
Navy Department demand attention. One officer, a 
medical man, was found guilty of being so much under 
the influence of liquor as to be unfit for the proper per- 
formance of his duties. Doubtless the Court took into 
consideration the circumstance that, as the accused 
was the only medical officer on board ship, at a time 
when his services might possibly be greatly needed, it 
was a greater dereliction of duty than a mere case of 
intoxication, which, while it might incapacitate the 
offender temporarily, yet would not have any effect 
upon cthers, gave to throw some extra duty upon them. 
The sentence (which has been confirmed) certainly 
seems not inadequate to the offence, being suspension 
from rank and duty for two years, on furlough pay, 
retaining his present number on the Navy register 
during this period. 

One week previously to the date of this order, another 
one was issued, in which was published the result of 
another court, the accused officer being found guilty of: 
1. Treating with contempt his superior officer; 2. Using 
disrespectful and abusive language to his superior 
officer ; 3. Drunkenness; 4. Conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman. 

The sentence of the court in this case likewise seems 
to be not at all inadequate to such grave offences as 
those above enumerated, for it was dismissal from the 
service. This case was submitted in accorjance with 
the law to the President for his action. What mitigat- 
ing circumstances there may have been we do not know, 
but there is presented the somewhat singular spectacle 
of an officer whose fellows have pronounced him unfit 
to hold a commission in the Naval service by reason of 
certain grave offences, still retained on the Navy list, 
with his sentence ‘* mitigated to suspension from rank 
and duty for one year on furlough pay, and to retain 
his present number in his grude during that time.’ 
Only a week later, the medical man referred to above, 
for what was certainly a lesser offence, was suspended 
for twice the same length of time. 

Another order, issued about the same time, is likely 
to become famous among the graduated cadet engineers. 
We refer to General Order No. 302. This order is 
avowedly based upon the Act of Congress of August 5, 
last, but in it, there is given a construction to this Act, 
which it seems to us will not stand the test of criticism. 

The clause of this act which provides for 
the pay of the Navy, includes seventy-three 
cadet engineers (graduates). Among the other 
Officers, further on, in the next sentence, it is 
provided that ‘‘all the undergraduates at the Naval 
Academy shall hereafter be designated and called naval 
cadets, and from those who successfully complete the 
six years’ course, appointments shall be made,” etc., 
etc. Those cadet midshipmen, who are still in the eyes 
of the law at the Naval Academy, but are really at sea 
finishing the last two years of the six required of them, 
of course come within the scope of this act, and are 
henceforth naval cadets: so, manifestly, are those cadet 
midshipmen and cadet engineers actually at Annapolis, 
the latter class of officers (or students) being abolished. 

In our number of August 26 was indicated what 
seemed an equitable way of providing for the sudden 
transition to the new order of things, but it seems that 
no such course has been taken in making this adjust- 
ment. On the contrary, the issuing of the general or- 
der now under consideration would seem to indicate 
that the injustice which was referred to in that issue as 
possible, is about to be enacted. For it seems to us 
most obvious that the ‘‘cadet engineers (graduates)” 
borne upon the Navy list as such, can net justly be 
made to fall within the category of ‘‘ under graduates, 
at the Naval Academy,” for they are neither the for- 
mer, nor are they at the latter,,either actually or tech- 
nically. It is true that the law under which the first 
appointments of cadet engineers were made prescribed 
for them a course of ‘‘four years, including two years’ 
service in naval steamers.” It is also true that the 
later act permitting the appointment of twenty-five 
cadet engineers anaually, increased the course at the 
Academy to four years instead of two; but it is ex- 
tremely questionable if this made the cadet engineers 
fall within ‘‘the six years’ course” referred to in the 
act of August 5. It certainly has never before been 
considered to be the case, for not only have cadet en- 

gineers been given the relative rank of midshipmen, 
but there have been no “‘final graduating examinations” 
provided for them either by law or by regulation, as 
was the case with cadet midshipmen. They have been 
examined by a board of engineer officers for promotions 
(just as are midshipmen by line officers), and not by 
the Academic Board, at Annapolis, as cadet midship- 
men have been. They have never been considered as 


vised Statutes, which provides for cadet midshipmen 
only, and hence it seems to us that the interpretation 
put upon the new law by General Order ‘302 is one 
that will not stand a reference to judicial authority. 

We shall look for the revocation of General Order 302 
so soon as the Secretary’s attention is called to what 
seems to be a perversion of the statute law. 





Tue death of Brevet Col. W. W. Sanders, major 8th U. 8.

Mr. CHaRLEs SetH CusHMAN,who died at Sault Ste. Marie, 
Mich., Jan. 9, was engaged in the practice of law there. He 
was appointed (from Wisconsin) a 1st lieutenant of the 14th 
U. 8. Infantry, August 5, 1861, and resigned Dec. 6, 1864. 


Tue Washington Commandery Loyal Legion, in obituary 
resolutions touching the late Rear Adml. Wyman, U.S.N., say: 
**In his death the Naval service has lost one of its best offi- 
cers, the country one of its bravest defenders, our order a 
genial companion, warm friend and patriotic gentleman.” 
Resolutions of this Commandery in relation to Col. Milton 
Cogewell, U. 8S. A., recount his long faithful and gallant 
service, and the following passages in his military career : 

Colonel Cogswell was second in command at the battle of Ball’s 
Bluff, upon which field he displayed couspictious gallantry, and 
was twice wounded and taken pri-oner. While a prisoner the 
Confederate surgeons desired to amputate hisarm. ‘Turuivg toa 
young Indiana surgeon who had offered to attend his wounds, he 
remarked: ‘“ No; I have given the case to my Indiana friend, as I 
wish to encourage home enterprise.” This gally so pleased the 
Confederate surgeons that they allowed him to have his own 
way, and his arm was saved. Finding that the enlisted men con- 
fined in the prison were suffering from wretched subsistence fur- 
nished them, Col. Cogswellinterposed and succeeded in haviug 
the quality of their prison fare very materially improved. 

Iu November, 1861, he was selected as one of thirteen hostages 
for Confederate privateers captured by the United States Govern- 
ment, ‘‘to be confined in the cells reserved for prisoners accused 
of infamous crimes, and treated as such as long as the enemy 
shall continue so to treat the like number of prisoners of war 
captured by them at sea, and now held for trial in New York as 
pirates.’ In obsdience to these instruction’, Col. Cogswell and 
the other hostages were transferred from Libby prison to the 
Richmond negro jail, and he and seven others were placedina 
filthy cell. Tuis cell was 10 x 8 feet; it was damp and filthy, and 
in it eigut hostages lay at night ‘head and feet.”” For eight min- 
utes only each day seven of these hostages were taken together 
from this cell, while the eighth policed it. 

On the 2let of September, 1862, they were exchanged and re- 
turned to the Union lines. Col. Cogsweli’s prison experience was 
the same sad story of suffering and deprivation which has been 
so oiten told. What he euffered, what he endured, can never be 
fully known, for he did not murmur, he would not complain. 
His conduct during this whole period drew from the rebel 
authorities encomiums upou his “calm dignity.’’ Of all this 
suffering he would nut speak even to the beloved ones of his own 
family. Only once did he say, “I never want to think even of the 
horrible indignities I had to bear. 
from # man who never used superlatives was the simple story of 
his great sufferings. 

When Col. Cogswell returned to his home, he was so emaciated 
as to be almost unrecognizable; and it was only through the 
most careful nursing that he escaped brain fever. 

The sufferings of his imprisonment undermiued his constitu- 
tion, and he never regained his former condition of health. 

With such along and honorable record, bis comrades can well 
leave him to the quiet sleep that knows no waking. His was of 
agentle nature, kind and iderate, dest and retiring, 
but with many traits of character that made him the good and 
faithful soldier, the gallant and trusted officer. His friends are 
without number, and it will be many a long year before they will! 
forget his many estimable qualities of mind and heart that en- 
deared him to alJ,and made his companionship aud friendship 
something to be enjoyed and remembered.” 


Mrs, Perrys, the young wife of Acting Assistant Surgeon 
C. V. Pettys, U.S. A., and daughter of Mr. Carpenter of 
Washington, died at San Diego, Oal., Jan. 10. The funeral 
ceremonies took place Jan. 12 at the residence of Mrs. UO. E. 
Whipple, the Rev. H. B. Restarick officiating. ‘We were 
@ainfully aware, when called upon to chronicle this lady's 
death,” says the San Diego Union, “that the announce- 
ment would bring distress to many in this city, as well as 
elsewhere; but we were not prepared for the general out- 
burst of sympathy and sorrow that yesterday found vent in 
offerings of flowers and grief-stricken attendance at the last 
sad rites. It being the intention te convey the remains East, 
the ceremonies were concluded at the residence, the body 
being followed to its temporary resting place by the bereaved 
husband and the following gentlemen, who asted as pall- 
bearers: Capt. F. A. Whitney, 8th Infantry; Capt. J. C. 
White, 1st Artillery ; ist Lieut. J. W. Powell, 8th Infantry ; 
ist Lieut. R. H. Fletcher, 2ist Infantry; 1st Lieut. J. McE. 
Hyde, 8th Infantry ; 1st Lieut. Robert Hanna, 6th Cavalry— 
all of whom were in full uniform—Mr. Victor Krote and Mr. 
Joseph Winchester of this city. 





Tue Rev. William N. Pendleton, Rector of Grace Memorial 
Church, Lexington, Va., died January 15. He entered the 
Military Academy July 1, 1826, and was a classmate of 
Whiteley, Magruder, T. L. Alexander, R. C. Buchanan, G. 
W. Patton, Eustis and many others ; was graduated July 1, 
1830, and promoted Brevet 2d Lieutenant and 2d Lieutenant 
2d Artillery. He was afterwards transferred to the 4th Ar- 
tillery, and resigned October 31, 1832. Soon afterwards ho 
became an Episcopal clergyman, and held important posi- 
tions in Pennsylvania, Delaware, and his native State, Vir- 
ginia. When the civil war broke out, in 1861, Mr. Pendleton 
laid aside his clergyman’s robes and offered his services to the 
Confederate Army. He was Captain of a battery in Gezeral 
Joe Johnston’s army in July, 1861, Colonel of the Reserve 
Artillery in 1863, and afterward Chief of Artillery of the 
Army of Northern Virginia. He was with General Lee’s 
coromand when the latter surrendered in April, 1865. Dur- 
ing his life as a minister General Pendleton, besides having

at one time was President of Newark College, New Jersey. 
His last illness was as brief as fatal. Durizg and after the 
war he was General Lee's intimate friend, and after the war 
he was General Lee’s pastor, and up to the close of the life 
of the Confederate leader the relations between them 
were of the warmest nature. His remains wero interred in 
Lexington, where so many years of his life were spent. 

Cou. Cuas. F. Lanrasee, one of the killed in arecent dir- 
aster on the Southern Pacific Railroad at Tehachapi, raised 
Company C, 1st Wisconsin Volunteers in 1361, and was suce 
ceasively promoted lieutenant, captain, major and colonel ; 
served in the Army of the Potomac under Gen. McOlellar, 
and in the Army of the Tennessee and of the Cumberland 
under Gens. Buell and Rosecrans, In 1853 he resigned, er- 
teriug the invalid corps, and soon after went to Washington 
Territory. 

We have already briefly announced the death of Major De 
Gress on Jan. 4, at Rencondian, Mexico, Later the news 
came that his remains had been interred in the city of 
Mexico, the funeral having been honored by the presence of 
the President and his civil and military staff. 

Major De Gress was born in Cologne, on the Rhine, Feb. 
4, 1841, and came with his brotiers at an early age to this 
country, and was soon after followed by his father. The 
family settled at Cape Girardeau, Mo. When the war com- 
menced the three brothers entered the Union Army, Frank 
joining Co. H of the 1st Illinois Art., in 1862, as 2d Lieut. 
De Gress mide his battery of 20 Ib. Parrotts pecu- 
liarly cfiicient. His company took part ia nearly every 
serious contest up to the close of hostilities, having been 
with the regiment through the Tennessee and the Mississippi 
campaigns, and afterwards selected by Gen. Sherman (the 
only battery of its weight) to accompany his “ march to the 
sea.” At the end of the war the lieutenaut had become captain, 
and was brevetted Major. During the “ march to tho sea’ 
he was Chief of Artillery on Gen. Logan’s staff. 

Major De Gress was a favorite officer of Geveral Sherman, 
and is several times mentioned in his memoirs. In a letter 
written since the death of Major De Gress the General says: 
“Tremember him very well and can bear full testimony to 
his zeal and skill with his 20-lb. Parrott battery, not only 
during ‘the march to the ssa,’ but for rears before. His 
handsome, youthful, almost boyish appearance, early at- 
tracted my notice, and I kept his battery near me nearly the 
whole period of the war, and I never knew any battery com- 
mander who seemed to love his horses and guns as did De 
Gress. I believe in my memoirs you will frequently find 
mention of him by name, especially at Atlanta, when the 
Rebels made that bold and partially successful sortie of May 
22, 1864. They actually got possession of De Gress’s battery 
for some minutes, killing every horse and bursting one of 
the guns ; but, by a counter attack we recovered the ground 
and what was left of the battery, leaving De Gress to re- 
equip it as best hoe could, a task in which he succeeded ; and 
he carried that identical battery with me throughout the 
war, making marches in the aggregate of some 2,300 miles. 
De Gress has a brother (Col. Jacob C, De Gress,) on the 
retired list of the Regular Army, whom I saw at Austin, 
Texas, in March, 1882.” 

Col. Jacob C. De Gress, now Postmaster at Austin, was 
retired some years ago from the Army as Captain. Another 
brother, William, was also an officer in the Volunteer force 
during the war. After the war, Frank opened a business in 
firearms at Brownsville, Texas, having for a partner J. W. 
Wexel, an old corps comrade. In 1866 the firm established 
itself in the City of Mexico, where its business has grown to 

colossal proportions, its transactions involving not only war 
material, but also the entire range of industrial products of 
the States. Major De Gress had become one of the best 
known meu in Mexico. His influence with the government 
was very great, and to his good offices the franchise of the 
Mexican Inter-Oceanic, Oriental Railroad, of which he was a 
Vice-President and Mr. Jay Gould President, was entirely 

due. Last summer he went to Europe, important negotia- 
tions for the Republic being a part of his business. He re- 
turned to this city Sept. 20 and left for Mexico Oct 12. Soon 

after his arrival he was taken down, his affection being a 

type of pywmia, or blood poisoning. His surviving family, 

a wife and four children,.two of whom are at school in Ger- 
many, are left a very handsome fortune.

Soldiers’ Clothing.—Major J. OC. Breckinridge, U. 8. A., 
Inspector General, on the staff of Maj. Gen. Schofield, in a 
report of inspection, comments upon the cost to soldiers of 
making their uuiform clothing presentable and neat. He 
Says: 

“Tfall the cloth were drawn unmade, as is permitted for trow- 
sers, then the cost to the Government and the soldier would be 
reduced accordingly. These facts seem to warrant the deduction 
that the clothing of our troops might well be supplied more 
economically to the Government and more satisfactorily to the 
soldier, if fitted to him when making. He then suggests that 
inquiries be made of officers of the Quartermaster’s Department 
and of post and company commanders if it will not be possible to 
have the greater part, if not all the uniform cloth, after being 
cut to seven or more sizes at the depot, or before being cut at all, 
sent and made up at all the large military posts by tailors—en- 
listed or citizen—thereat, aided by the married soldiers’ wives 
and children.” 

Gen. Schofield has accordingly called upon post and com- 
pany commanders in the Division of the Pacific for their 
views in the matter.

Uniform of the Army.—In the illustratioas of the uniform 
of the Army for 1882, which were recently published 
prepared under instructions from the Quartermaster 
General, changes made in the uniform since September, 
1882, are not shown, as they were made while the plates 
were in process of printing. The regulations do not require 
the stripe upon the trousers of musicians, but it has, never- 
theless, been customary, at the some of the posts, for musi- 
cians to wear stripes, perhaps under the authority contained 
in par. 2781, Rev. Reg. of 1881, authorizing bands aud chief 
musicians to wear special uniforms. Hence the illustration 
of Artillery musicians shows the stripes.

DEPARTMENT NEWS. 


Department of the East.—The destruction by fire, January 
13, of the hospital belonging to old Fort Crawford, near 
Prairie du Chien, Wis., removed a relic rich ia historical as- 
sociations. General Taylor was stationed at the fort before 
the Mexican war, and one of his lieutenants was Jeff. Davis. 
There, too, was the headquarters of the old American Fur 
Company. In the hospital, Dr. Beaumont, surgeon of the 
post, performed his famous experiments upon St. Martin, 
the Canadian boatman, who had been shot thiough the body, 
and to whom nature was so kind as to furm a gastric fistula, 
through which food was introduced into the stomach, thus 
enabling him to illustrate in his own person the mysterious 
process of indigestion, imperfectly understood before. Dur- 
ing the rebellion the fort was used as a hospital, and at its 
close was sold to private individuals, Dr. John Conant be- 
ing the last Government officer in charge. 

A correspondent of the Norfolk Landmark writes : The 
non-commissioned officers of the garrison and their lady 
friends have emulated the example of their officers and or- 
ganized a military comedy company, which has brought out 
two pieces in a most creditable manner, and each time to a 
full house. On Jan. 19 they gave us “ Miranda ;” or, ‘‘ The 
Justice of Tacon,” with the following cast: Tacon, James 
Kelly ; Pedro Martinez, T. V. Turney ; Count Almonte, H.

We understand they have another piece in rehearsal, which 
will be given in a couple of weeks, when the troupe will no 
doubt appear to better advantage and cause the oflicers to 
look to their laurels, 

The winter trade at the Hygeia Hotel has set in, and 
already quite a number of Northern visitors have arrived, 
among whom are Rear-Admiral Taylor aud wife. The por- 
ticos have been enclosed with glass, the house refurnished 
with fine Brussels carpets, the walls handsomely papered, 
and the rooms thoroughly heated by steam, and if we only 
had some arrangement to regulate the weather, we would be 
perfectly happy. 

Depariment of Arizona,—An intelligent and observant offi- 
cer of the Army, who has travelled over the greater portion 
of Arizona, is of opinion that Clear Creek canyon is the most 
magnificent opening in the earth’s surface ever seen by him. 

The Prescott Courier says: “ Arizona lacks only $200,000 
of equalling Colorado in the bullien output, and she already 
surpasses California.” 

The Tombstone Epitaph of Jan. 17 says: ‘This morning 
thirty U. 8. troops, under command of Lieut. Sands, departed 
for the Dragoon Mountains and Sulphur Spring Valley, 
where they will scout and intercept any straggling bands of 
Indians who may be attempting to escape across the line. 
There is no longer any doubt in the minds of the military 
that the savages are leaving San Carlos and on their march 
are murdering at every favorable opportunity and stealing 
stock wherever they can find it.” 

At the recent opening of the Legislative Assembly of Ari- 
zona by Governor Tritle, at Prescott, a portion of the 3d U. 





S. Cavalry was present and added eclat to the ceremonies. 
The Arizona Miner having complimented the regiment for 
its services in this connection, Col. J. P. Martin, U. 8. A., 
Gen. Crook’s Adjutant General, writes as follows to the edi- 
tor: ** I desire to commend your article in yesterday's issue, 
respecting the joint resolutions of the Legislature tender- 
ing a vote of thanks for the services of the 3d Cavalry on 
the occasion of the delivery of the Governor's message. I 
think the Hon. Morris Goldwater, prompted by good feeling, 
was io error in using the phraseology he did. Lieut. Rey- 
nolds, regimental Adjutant, is entitled to the whole credit of 
the eccasion, save, perhaps, what may beiong to me for a — 
desire to welcome the honorable members to our capital.” 

Governor Tritle, in his recent message to the Legislative 
Assembly in session at Prescott, says: 


The peaceful conduct of the Apaches is of vital importance 
our people and the Territory. The legal control of the Indians 
wholly exercised by the general government, and uponit we 
must mainly rely for protection against them, and solely for in- 
demuity for losses sustained by them. The Interior and War 
Departments have each exercised their power quite effecti to. 
bring about and maintain peace with them. They have 
given us achangein agents at San Carlos and at the 
agencies, alsoin department commanders, and during ' 
tilities of the past year, additional troops were promptly 
ferred here from other departments. Agent Wilcox bears 
reputation of a brave, honest, and energetic man: the best quali- 
fication of an Indian agent, and General Crook’s fame ‘or 
tent and successful operations against hostile Indians is national. 
The Indians know him and his methods, and fear and respect 
both. Since his recent entrance upon duty in this department, 
no outbreaks or outrages have occurred. It is believed that with 
the fair treatment the Apaches will receive from their agent, and 
the support the General commanding will have from the Secre- 
tary of War, they will remain at peace. It they do not we may 
safely rely upon their prompt and terrible punishment. The 
Territory ought, however, to enact such a militia law as will in- 
sure the organization ot effective military companies in the 
several counties, and thus have always ready a local force, 
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Department of Dakota.—A fire took place Saturday,JJan. 
13, at the Fort A. Lincoln ordnauce depot, which resulted in 
the destruction of the building, in which were located the 
armory shop, the office and the saddler shop. The greater 
portion of the contents, including the engine and much val- 
uable machinery, were entirely lost, the damage being esti- 
mated at $5,000. The fire is believed to have resulted from 
a defective smokestack. 

January 2 Sergeant Allison R. Frame, of Fort Maginnis, 
was married to Miss Lizzie H. Gardner, of Maiden. The 
ceremony was performed at Reed’s Fort, by John Toombs, 
justice of the peace. 

The report of Captain M. E. O’Brien, 2d Cavalry, giviug 
an account of his recent expedition from Fort Assinniboine 
to the Camp of the Piegan Indians, on the Marias River, in 
search of stolen stock, has been received by General Terry. 
The command, consisting of 5 officers and 95 mounted men, 
including 2 Gros Ventre ecouts and an interpreter, left Fort 
Assinniboine December 13, and, after a march of 54 miles, 
struck the camp at the junction of Marias and Black Cou'ee 
Rivers on the morning of the thirdday. The Hotchkiss gun 
was planted on a bluff conmmanding the village. The Indians 
were frightened, but when told that the troops were after 
stolen horses came out and drove in their herd for ins 
tion. Little Dog, the head chief, was abseut in the 
Paw Mountains hunting, and Captain O’Brien concluded to 
await his return, as but four of the stolen horses were found 
in the herd. A double guard was placed about the camp of 
the command, and the Indians warned not to approach. to) 
parties were sent out the next morning to search the coulees 
for hidden horses, but found none. That evening the prin- 
cipal chiefs were assembled for council and told that they 
must give up the stolen horses, or the whole village would be 
taken to the fort. They were also wacned that stealing stock 
from the whites must be stopped, or they would bring ry 
on themselves. Little Dog replied that all the stock should 
be returned. He kuew it was nonsense to oppose the whites, 
and if the young men brougut any horses in they should be 
taken to Benton. Eight horses in all were recovered—six 
stolen from the Judith basin and two from the Gros Ventres. 
Camp was broken on the 5th day, and the command marched 
to the Sandy, 30 miles, and on the 6th day reached Assinni- 
boise without accident. It is the opinion of Capt. O’Brien 
that the expedition will havea good effect on this camp of 
Piegan’s. 





Department of California.—The San Francisco Report has 
been interviewing an Army officer as to how regimental bands 
are raised, supported, etc. He says: ‘‘ Every regiment has 
its fuuds on the band question, dividing on the practical 
issue whether the soldier 1s or is not entitled to the bread 
which eighteen ounces of flour will make, The officer, fond 
of music, who knows how to make the soldier's ration fulfill 
its mission and thinks he has plenty to eat, meiatains that 
the creation of the regimental fund by the present means is 
legitimate. The company commander who does not like 
music, who takes no interest in the management of his com- 
pany and leaves it all to the sergeants, and whose men 
usually complain of the feod, is very likely to take the ground 
that the soldier is illegally deprived of a part of his ration, 
and quotes the law which gives him eighteen ounces of flour. 
Sometimes there is no other interest 12 the case to influence 
the officer's opinion than the fact of bis station, if he is at 
regimental headquarters and has the benefit of the music he 
is very liable to see the merits of the band ; but if the case 
is otherwise he is an opponent of the band.” 

The Report is now pondering “‘upon the curious and un- 
certain ways of a Republican form of government that 
guarantees life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness to its 
fifty millions, with an Army of twenty-five thousand men.”

THE BRITISH ARMY. 


Commenting upon the improvement of late years in the 
British Army, a writer says that the life of aso!dier ia former 
years was hard and oftentimes of terrible privation. Men 
actually sank gradually into the grave from inadequate food, 
they were subject to personal chastisement at the will of 
any stripling ensign, and to be flogged with hundreds of 
lathes for trivial breaches of discipline. All this is now com- 
petely chavged. The soldier's allowance to-day is three- 
quarters of a pound of mcat—uncooked and including bone 
—and one pound of bread. Vegetables and groceries must 
be supplied by the men. An officer attends at meal-time to 
hear complaints. Thirty years ago the barracks were, for the 
most part, destitute of lavatories or proper sanitary appli- 
ances. Now these are sedulously supplied, and careful at- 
tention to these points, due in the first instance to the untir- 
iag efforts of Sidney Herbert, bave resulted in lessening 
the average mortality 16in the 1,000. Aldershot, the Curragh, 
and other military centres abound with gymnasiums, reading 
rooms, bowling alleys, etc., for the soldier’s recreation. At 
this season of the year concerts and theatrical entertain- 
ments are greatly in vogue, and the officers—geuverally men 
of some, often of large, private means—contribute time and 
money to promote the pleasure of the men. 

Taking everything into account, the pay of a cavalry 
soldier amounts to $4.25 a week ; of a horse artilleryman to 
4.55 ; royal engineer, $4.65 ; foot guards, $4.10 ; linesmen, 
$3.80. If a recruit selects the infantry, he enlists for seven 
years with the colors and for 5 with the Army reserve. If 
for the cavalry, he eng ges to serve 8 years in the regular 
forces and then to for 4 years into the reserve, but he 
ean, if he likes, enlist for 12 ;ears’ Army service. At the end 
of 12 years’ service he can, (whether foot or horse,) if a non- 
commissioned officer, and his commanding officer considers 
his further services{are desirable, re-engage for an additional 
9 years with the colors, 80 #8 to make a total of 21 years’ 
service, when he becomes entitled for life to a pension of 
from 16 cents to $1.12 a day.

Jan. 19, a communication received fram the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, transmitting documents in regard 
to the contract made with certain parties regarding the 
Yellowstone Park, was ordered to lie on the table and 
be printed. 

The Committee on Military Affairs reported adversely 
on §. 2233, authorizing the establishment of a home for 
indigent soldiers and sailors in Kansas, and the bill was 
postponed indefinitely. 

Mr. Blair had read the following amendment, H. R. 
1410, to amend the pension laws by increasing the pen- 
sions cf soldiers and sailors who have lost an arm or a 
leg in the Service : 

ball have lost a hand or foot, shall be entitled to a ponsion of 
$24 per month; all persons who in like manner shal! ' ive suf- 
fered amputation at or above the elbow or knee, at the rote of $30 
per month; all who shallin like manver have suffered amputa- 
tion at the hip-joint or at the shoulder-joint, or who sball have 
lost one hand and one foot, or shall be totally disabled in one 


' adversely, 





hand and one foot, or shall be totally deaf in both ears, or shall 
be unable to p&form manual labor, shall receive pension at the 
rate of $40 per month; and all persons who in like manner shall 
have contracted a disability equal or equivalent to any of the 
foregoing specified disabilities shall be entitled to receive a pen- 
siou per month of the amount hereby granted to such disability; 
and in case of amputation below a joint, but with such effect as 
to produce a disability equal to that produced by amputation at 
or above the joint, pension shall be paid as for the disability 
actually resulting from such amputation. 

Executive communications were received transmitting 
letters from the Secretary of War urging an immediate 
appropriation of $1,000 for removing snow and ice 
about public grounds at Washington, and inclosing an 
extract copy of the report of the Adjutant-General re- 
specting the military reservation of Fort Cameron, Utah 
Territory, and recommending that authority be granted 
during the present session of Congress for the disposal 
of said reservation, it being no longer needed for mili- 
tary purposes. 

Another Executive communication inclosed a letter 
from the Secretary of the Interior, with a draught of a 
bill and accompanying papers, to accept and ratify an 
agreement with the confederated tribes ef Flathead, 
Kootenay, aud Upper Pend d’Oreilles Indians for the 
sale of a portion of their reservation in the Territory of 
Montana required for the Northern Pacific Railroad, 
and to make the necessary appropriation for carrying 
the same into effect. 

The same communications were sent to the House, 
Jan. 20. 

Jan. 22, Mr. Logan submitted an amendment to the 
Army Appropriation bill, which had been agreed to by 
the Military Committee. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. 

The amendment embodies S. 2269, to increase the 
efficiency of the the Army with the following changes 
from the bill, as published in the Journat of January 
20, p. 551: In Sec. 3, post quartermasters and com- 
missary sergeants are given $34, instead of $23 and 
sergeant majors of engineers $36 instead of $26a month. 
In Sec. 6 ‘‘ of the headquarters and subsistence depart- 
ments” is changed to the quartermaster and the subsis- 
tence departments. Sec. 7 is made to read: ‘That 
the officer detailed to duty as the governor of the mili- 
tary prison at Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, shall have 
in addition to his present salary $1000 allowance; that 
he sha!l ‘‘have the rank, allowances, and pay of colonel 
while on said duty ” is omitted; sec. 12 aud sec. 13 are 
not included. 

HOUSE. 

The proceedings with reference to the Naval appro- 
priation bill are given fully elsewhere: 

The resolution asking of the Secretary of War what 
telegraph lines have been built under his direction by 
the Army, and what disposition has been made of them, 
if any, was adopted. 

The Military Committee reported favorably H. R. 
7255, authorizing the loan of tents to the Grand Army 
of the Republic at Denver, Col. Referred to Committee 
of the Whole. 

A letter was received from the Secretary of tne Navy, 
transmitting a detailed statement of the expenditures of 
the contingent fund of the Navy Department, and for 
the bureaus and officers therein for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1882. Referred to Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Navy Department. 

On the 19th the following substitute for the resolution 
making serious charges against the mismanagement of 
the Soldiers’ Ilome at Hampton, Va., was adopted : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be directed 
to examine into the management of the national military Sol- 
diers’ Home at Hampton, Va., and the charges aforesaid, and re- 
port the same as soon as convenience will permit; and the said 
committee are hereby authorized to appoint a sub-committee to 
visit said Home it they shall deem it necessary, aud to send for 
persons and papers and to examine the books and papers and 
accounts of said Home, and report thereon, and employ a ste- 
pographer; the expenses of said investigation to be paid out of 
the contingent fuad of the House. 

H. R. 2142, granting arrearages of pension to Andrew 
J. Morrison, was reported adversely from the Pension 
Committee, the House being in Committee of the Whole 
on the Private Calendar. Col. Morrison, it seems, 
raised a regiment in 1861, the 7th N. Y. Cavalry, and 
served until April, 1862, when it was mustered out. 
Afterwards from May to November he served as volun- 
teer aid on the staff of Gen. I. N. Paimer, and during 
the seven days’ battles was wounded in the left hand, 
which was permanently disabled. Subsequently he 
served as colonel of the 26th N. J., and of the 3d N. J. 
Cavalry, until Aug., 1864. In 1879 Congress passed a 
special act giving bim a pension. The bill adversely 
reported dates the persion back to the time when the 
disability was incurred. Mr. Browne thus explained 
the reasons for the report : 

He was put on the pension roll with the rank he bore at the 
time the wound was received—culonel and volunteer aid. Now 
under all these circumstances he asks that he be permitted to 
receive arrears of pension going back to the time when he re- 
ceived the wound or to the time whea he was discharged from 
the service of the United States in 1464. While he has received 
by reason of the act of Congress recognition that bas seldom been 
accorded to others under like circumstaaces, he asks now to be 





placed above 1,400 other persons to whom Congress has deliber- 
ately denied arrearages pf pension, We passed, a year oy two ago,

a bill allowing arrearages to all those who had been pensioned by 
special acts of Congress. The Senate refused to concur in that 


| bill; andthe result is that 1,400 persons who have been put 


on the pension roll by these special acts are denied the benefit of 
the arrearage act. We are asked in this bill to make an exception 
in this case. The Committee on Invalid Pensions has reported 
The Committee of the Whole may do just as they 
please in regard to this matter. If they say that these arrearages 
ought to be paid in this case, they ought to say that we should 
grant arrearages in 1,400 similar cases. 

The bill was laid aside to be reported to the House 
adversely. 

H. R. 4982, granting pensions to Frederick Nelson, 
T. Caine, and Henry C. Sanders, of Wyoming Terri- 
tory, late employees of the Q. M. Dept., U. S. A., who 
were severely wounded and disabled for life while con- 
nected with Major Thornburgh’s expedition in the en- 
gagement with the Utes, Sept. 29, 1879, was passed 
with an amendment striking out the $30 a month spe- 
cified as their pension. They are simply placed on the 
pension roll, subject to the provisions and limitations of 
the pension laws. 

H. R. 6501, granting a pension to Patrick Horan, 
late a teamster in the Q. M. Dept., U. S. A., was passed. 
His claim was rejected by the Pension Office on the 
ground that he was not in the military service. 

H. R. 3701, granting a pension to John C. Fensche, 
was rejected. ‘‘ The facts are,” Mr. Browne explained, 
‘*that the beneficiary of this bill was a civil employee 
of the Government, not connected in any way with its 
military establishment. While employed in the capacity 
of wagon master, the post at which he was at the time 
‘Lower Sioux Agency) was attacked by Indians. Asa 
matter of course, impelled by the first law of nature, 
self-defence, he entered into the fight because he was 
attacked, and wanted to defend himself. In that fight 
he was wounded.” Mr. Davis favored the bill, saying : 
‘“‘Within ten minutes this House has unanimously 
passed a bill granting a pension to four civilian em- 
ployees of the Government, one blacksmith and three 
teamsters, who were engaged in Major Thornburgh’s 
battle with the Ute Indians on Milk River.” Mr. Mc- 
Millan replied : 

Does the gentleman remember the fact that to-day thera 
stands more than a quarter ot a million of pensioners clamoring 
at the doors of the Pension Department asking the relief that can 
not be given by the Government? Does he remember that there 
were 1,699,000 men enlisted under the banners of the Union 
whose claims (or a large portion of whom will claim pensions) 
will come up before us for possible action, and which will have 
to be had before we can undertake to begin the pensioning of 
civiligns? Doves the gentleman remember that there has been a 
day fixed for the consideration of the Moxican pension bill; and 
that it has been admitted on every side of the House that there 
are many deserving and meritorious men who then served their 
country, men who were actually enrolled in the military service, 
whose names were written upon the roll, who could be com- 
manded by an officer of the Government, and who had said that 
the Government could direct where they went aud when they 
went? And yet we are told here that the Government ought 
suddenly to become magnanimous, and pension those who never 
were enlisted in its ssrvice at all. 

Jan. 22, Mr. Bayne introduced a resolution requesting 
the Chief Engineer of the Army to examine the Du 
Bois system for improvement of the navigation of the 
Alleghany River, in Pennsylvania. 

A petition of officers of U. S. Army for the passage 
of a bill regulating the pay of officers below the rank of 
major, who have served fifteen years or more in one 
grade, was introduced, and referred to the Military 
Committee. 

The following memorial from the Philadelphia Mari- 
time Exchange of Philadelphia remonstrating against 
the transfer from the Treasury Department of the 
Revenue Marine Service, Life Saving Service, the 
Marine Hospital Service, and the Steamboat Inspection 
Service was submitted in the Senate Jan. 24 by Mr. 
Cameron : 

Whereas, These services have been thoroughly, judiciously and 
economically conducted to the great benefit of commerce and the 
saving of much property and many invaluable lives; therefore

Resolved, That the Philadelphia Maritime Exchange is opposed 


to all legislation seeking to transfer these services from the De- 
partment of the Treasury, whore they have been organized and 
brought totheir present state of usefulness, and be it further 

Resolved, Tuat our Senators and Represeatatives in Congress 
be respectfully and earnestly urged to use every endeavor to 
Prevent so i!] advised a change in these services, and especially 
to prevent domination of the purely commercial interests of 
the country by a military bureau. 

Mr. Hawley offered in the Senate Jan. 24 the follow- 
ing resolution which was agreed to: 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War is directed to communicate 
tothe Senate the reports of certain trials of Gatling machine 
guns lately made at Sandy Hook, New York, with the endorse- 
ment of the Chief of Ordnauce thereon. A similar resolution 
was adopted requesting the Secretary of the Navy to submit the 
report of the trial of said gun at the Washington Navy-yard with 
his endorsement thereon. 

In the Senate, Jan. 17, Mr. Blair submitted an amend- 
ment intended to be proposed by him to the bill (H. KR. 
1410) to amend the pension laws by increasing the pen- 
sions of soldiers and sailors who have lost an arm ora 
leg in the service. Referred to the Committee on 
Pensions. ; 

In the House, Jan. 17, Mr. Mutchler asked, but failed 
to get, unanimous consent to have H. R. 4169 taken up 
and passed. The bill recites that Capt. Douglass Ot- 
tinger, of the Revenue Marine Service, has been in the 
said service since 1832, is now over 77 years of age, and 
has a stainless record as an officer and a man; and that 
his services as an official have been largely supple- 
mented by useful inventions for saving life, all of which 
have been freely donated to the United States and are 
in actual use in its work of life saving, and that he is 
tow too old for active service. It accordingly gives 
him the full pay of his rank during the remainder 0 
his natural life, whether on active duty or otherwise. 
Mr. Dingley objected, saying, ‘‘ We should not begin 
pensioning officers of the Revenue Marine Service.’ 

In the Senate, Jan. 23, Mr. Van Wyck, from @ 
minority of the Committee on Pensions, submitted a 
report favoradle to the passage of the bill (H. R. 1410) 
to amend the pension laws by increasing the pensions 
of soldjers and sailors who have lost an arm or a leg in 
the service.

THE REVENUE MARINE AND THE NAVY. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 

_ As an officer of the Revenue Marine Service, I have been greatly 
interested in the communications which have from time to time 
appeared in the columns of your valuable paper in reference to 
the proposed transfer of the Revenue Marine Service to the Navy. 
The remarks made by “ An Old Youngster” in last week’s issue 
of your paper were certainly to the point, and well worthy of the 
consideration of all Revenue Mariue officers. 

When the’officers signed protests against the trausfer they did 
it not knowing what the terms of the transfer were to be; but 
the bill introduced by the Hon. B. W Harris has proved so liberal 
and beneficial in its meaning that many of the officers have since 
regretted that they had made any opposition. 

Our service has been clamoring for a retiring bill for some 
years; and the opposition which the Revenue Marine bill re 
ceived in the last session of Congress should be conclusive proof 
to any fair thinking person that the passage of a retiring bill for 
the Revenue Marine Service is next to impossible. 

Forty per cent, at least of the Revenue Marine officers have 
Served as officers in the Navy, and in justice to them and all 
other officers of the service some provision should be made for 
them when age or sickness renders them incapuble of performing 
active duty. 

If the transfer should take place, about ten per cent. of the 
present officers would be retired, thereby causing a good oppor- 
tunity for promotion in all the grades below that of captain. 

Surely there can be nothing objectionable about this, as we all 
desire promotion. 

No one doubts the efficiency of the Revenue Marine Service 
under its present management, and why would its efficiency be 
diminished by transfer to the Navy Department? J, for one, 
can see no reason for such a (leterioration. 

Some of our vessels are poorly fitted up, and are lacking in 
many things which tend to make life on ship board pleasant and 
our duties agreeable. 

Ten or twelve years ago it was a pleasure to be in the service; 
but since our captains bave taken upon themselves the task ot 
tone Po other's record the comfort of the officers has 

e uced to ini uy 4

I claim that the Navy Department would take interest enough in 
the service to r: medy these seeming deiects which the Treasury 
Department has entirely ignored.

OUR TROOPS IN THE NORTHWEST. 
Fort Warta Watia, Wasu. Ter., Jan. 14, 1883. 


Our troops in the Northwest are watching with in- 
terest the progress of the Northern Pacific Kailroad. 
To those on the Pacific slope its early completion is of 
especial importance, as it will practically reduce the dis- 
tance between them and the East one half or more. 
The western division of the road is now completed for 
a distance of 545 miles east from Portland, and its east- 
ern terminus is within less than 300 miles of the track 
on the eastern section. ‘The two sections will be united 
some time next summer or by fall at latest, and through 
trains will be running before the end of this year. 
These trains will carry Palace cars from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific, instead of compelling two or three changes 
from one car to another, as is the case on every other 
line tothe Pacific. The section of the road last com- 
pleted at this end carries it up the Clark’s Fork of the 
Columbia, to a point three miles beyond Thompson 
River, which runs into the Clark just west of the 
Flathead Indian reservation. This brings the railroad 
to within less than 100 miles from Missoula; and therail- 
road camp at Wicksville in Montana, is still nearer. 
With favorable weather another section of 25 miles 
should be completed by the ist of March, which will 
lessen the distance this much. To get a practicable pass 
through the mountains, the line of the railruad goes up 
and around the head of Pend d’ Oreille Lake, ap- 
proaching at the most northerly point within 47 miles 
of the British boundary. This is abount 500 miles north 
of New York City, 200 miles north of Montreal, or in 
the latitude of the mouth of the St. Lawrence. AsI 
have just passed over the rvad to the end of the track, 
ard some miles beyond, I am able to say that the cli- 
nate of the northwesterly section of Montana through 
which it runs, is much milder than I had reason to ex- 
pect. Around Pend d’ Oreille Lake we passed, for a 
distance of perhaps 50 miles or more, through a snow- 
belt where the suow lay on the ground a foot or more 
in depth. Beyond this very little snow was seen. At 
the railroad camp near Wicksville, Clark’s Fork, the 
thermometer stood at noon on the 13th of January at 
34 degrees above zero, and there was not sufficient frost 
in the ground to save the wagon road from being 
muddy when the sun fell upon it. Clark’s Fork and 
Pend d’ Oreille Lake were only partially frozen. It is 
true that this is reported to be a mild winter in this 
locality, but the climate at the worst cannot be very 
severe in this section of Montana. There is a heavy 
belt of forest around the lake which further on opens 
out into a sort of natural park with large trees, tama- 
rack and fir, standing at sufficient distance apart to 
let the sunlight through. It is a beautiful country. 

The Government commissioners to inspect the last 
completed section of the road, Messrs. A. C. Gibbs, 
William C. Church and David W. Stormont, left 
Portland on Monday last in a special train consisting of 
a Pullman sleeper, a dizing-room car, and a cOoking 
car. The commissioners were accompanied by Mr. 
Gibbs, son of ex-Gov. Gibbs, Mr. Thielsen, supervising 
engineer, and bis assistant, Mr. Buckley, general mana- 
ger, and Mr. Farweather, superindent of this division. 
There being room for others, Colonel Church took a 
special steamer placed at his disposal and went to Fort 
Vancouver on Monday to invite some of the officers to 
accompany him. Unfortunately the notice given was 
necessarily too short to enable them to accept the invi- 
tation. En route he telegraphed to Fort Walla Walla, 
asking that Lieutenant Jolin Pitcher, 1st Cavalry, 
would join him and Mr. Stormont, one of the other com- 
missioner, who is a friend of General Pitcher’s of forty 
years’ standing. Mr. Pitcher accompanied the party 
on their inspection tour. On their return the train was 
switched off at Walluia Junction and ran up the Walla 
Waila as far as Dayton, the end of the branch line run- 
ning up the valley. At Walla Walla they stopped to 
take up the officers and ladies of the fort who had been 
invited by telegraph to join them. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the telegram, sent twelve hours before, was not 
received until after the train arrived. ('n their return 
from Dayton the party visited the Fort and dined at 
the bachelors’ mess with Lieutenant Pitcher, Lieutenant 
Foltz, Lieutenant Robertson, and Dr. Gardner. After 
dinner the company adjouraed to a masked tall which 
was In progress at the post, and when the masks were 
removed the visitors were presented to the officers and 
ladies of the post. 

General Cuvier Grover is in command at Walla Walls, 
and the officers actually present for duty there are: 
Troop Captains, McGregor, Wagner, Parnell, and Hun- 
ter; 1st Lieutenants, Garvey, Bomus, Backus, and 
Wainwright ; 2d Lieutenants, Pitcher, Foltz, Robertson, 
and Goode; Surgeon, F. L. Town; Assistant Surgeon, 
E. F. Gardner, and Acting Assistant Surgeon, W. H. 
Crane. The Post Commander prides himself, as he 
has reason to, on the character of the young oflicers at 
the post, whose careers are yet before them. One of 
them, Lieutentant Robertson, is making use of the ex- 
perience acquired by his recent observations abroad, to 
develop the science of equitation at the post, devoting 
himseif to the duties of an instructor for several hours 
each cay. 








GEN. BRISBIN ON THE YELLOWSTONE PARK. 


Amone letters in regard to the Yellowstone Park 
lease sent to the Senate, Jan. 19, by Secretary Teller, is 
one from General J. 8. Brisbin, U. 8S. A., which sets 
forth the character of the lease and its value in terms 
easily understood. It is as follows: 

Fort Koen, M. T., Sept. 25, 1882. 
J. B. Belford, Denver, Col. : 

My Drar Betrorp: Your letter of the 17th is received. 
Since writing under date of August 21 I have received a let- 
ter from the Honorable Secretary of the Interior, of which I 
will send copy. While I am very tharkful to him for bis 
cencession, it bardly covers what we asked for. My applica- 
tion asked for the right to build a steamer to navigate the 
Yellowstone Lake for the pleasure of tourists and such addi- 








tional steamers from time to time as might be required to 
accommodate the travelling public. The grant is for one 
steamer alone. A syndicate com of Mr. Hobart, of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad ; H. T. Douglas, of St. Paul, and 
some New Yorkers, notably Rufus Hatch, claim that bye | 
have cut under us and have secured the right to put on all 
the additional steamers for the next ten years, together 
with all sailboats. [am to be “allowed ” to run one steam- 
boat. These fellows claim to have hogged the whole Park, 
with all rights, privileges, immunities, ordinary and extra- 
ordinary. They are to build hotels, put on stages and do all 
things. If you don’t like the fare and charges at one.of the 
company’s hotels you can goto another kept by the same 
fellows and be charged the same and be given the same fare, 

This extraordinary grant does not come from our good 
friend, Secretary Teller, but from the “ assistant secretary, 
whoever he may be. We have arulein the Army that a 
commanding officer being temporarily absent from his com- 
mand an officer who succeeds him in command shall not 
grant favors, etc., but shall confine himself to the discharge 
of merely routine duties. This would be a good rule to 
adopt in the departments in Washington. This Assistant 
Secretary of the Intericr during the temporary absence of 
his superior, Judge Teller, takes advantage of his absence to 
sign away the Park. It went slick. However, we do not 
vare, provided the right to navigate the Yellowstone Lake by 
us is respected. I will address a letter to these men respect- 
fully requesting that they concede this right to us, and if 
they do not accede to it we will upset the grant. 

I wrote Judge Teller for a copy of the authorized lease 
granted the syndicate by his assistant secretary, and on re- 
ceipt of it I will send it to you with my remarks, Meanwhile 
will you see the Secretary and advise with him! Ask him to 
grant an absolute right to navigate the Yellowstone Lake for 
a term of years for the accommodation and pleasure of tour- 
ists. That is the application on file in advance of all o 
and that, no doubt, is what Judge Teller intended to 
grant me. 5 

Icannot find language to express the importance of this 
matter. Next year 30,000 tourists will be in the Park and 
100,000 annually thereafter. The navigation of the Yellow- 
stone Lake for ten years is worth $1,000,000 to the holders. 
Does that express it sufficiently? Do anything, do every- 
thing, Judge, to secure this right. I-am very anxious, 69 
write ne again as soon as you have seen Judge Teller.

PAY OF NON-COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 


To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal; 


Asa first sergeant of five years rank allow meto fully concur in 
your remarks concerning the increase of non-commissioned offi- 
cers’ pay io Senator Logan’s bill, ‘‘ To Increase the Efficiency of 
the Army.” This title, your subscriber must confess himselt 
unable to reconcile with a part of the subject matter of the bill, 
Take for instance the proposed increase of pay. Tha percentage, 
leaving out decimals, is about as follows: privates, 23 per cent.; 
corporals 20 per cent.; sergeants, 173g per cent.; first sergeants, 
9 per cent.; sergeant majors, 13 per cent. Thistable will serve to 
illustrate the estimation in which the different grades of enlisted 
men are held by Army legislators. Why are firet sergeants not 
entitled to an equal increase with the others? 

In the company of which I am first sergeant there are 14 pri- 
vates drawing covtinuous service pay. A majority of them have 
held warrants in other regiments, and have, at times, been offered 
promotion during their present enlistment, which they have de- 
clined giving as # reason that they are better off in the ranks. A 
good non-commissioned officer will soon find that pecuniarily 
his position is inferior to that of a private. Clothing money he 
cannot save, aud his tew doliars additional pay goes to the tailor. 
On the contrary, a private may (and will, if he behaves himseif,) 
be detailed on extra duty. While on extra duty he seldom, if 
ever, attends drill or inspection, wears old clothing and saves the 
money allowance tnerefor, and in fact is .aore a soldier in name 
than in fact. Yot the increase of his pay is 50 per cent, greater 
than it would bave been bad he been appointed a sergeant. In 
consequence of this there are 10 men = acompapy working for 
*gott jobs’ to one working for promotion. 

Old "aoidbene, eepecially ex-non-ccmmissioned officers do not 
want the stripes. This accounts for the large proportion of 
young and inexperienced non-commissioned officers. In my 
company the first duty sergeant and myself are the only re-en- 
listed non-commissioned officers, the second duty sergeant has 
less than three years’ service, aud some of the corporals less than 
a year. lt is hardly necessary to speak of the pernicious effect of 
intrusting authority to uninstructed recruits. Itis too apparent. 
The spring time non-coms. are either overbearing and tyraunical, 
or else “‘ hail fellow well met,”’ with the privates. In either case 
the result is the same—the destruction of discipline. 

The responsibility does not rest with any individual ; it is the 
fault of the systew. Captains lave not tle material to form non- 
commissioned officers, and never will have until the position is 
made substantial enough to encourage good men to work ior it. 

It the aim of Senator Logan's bill is to aid and continue the 
present very desirable system, it (the Efficiency bill) will be a 
brilliant and astonishing success. WaREANT. 


We agree generally with our correspondent. While efficiency 
does not always depend upon pay, yet pay must naturally have & 
decided and beneficial effect upon efficiency. The first sergeant 
of a company holds, in some respects, the most responsible posi- 
tion in it, next to the captain. To maintain bis position with due 
effect his pay should correspond and stand in proper relation to 
that of his subordinates iu the ranks.—Ep. JouRNAL. 








THE SOLDIER AND HIS PAY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


When a recruit joins his company who knows him or his 
mother? and who cares to kuow them? As our regiments 
cannot be localized, he must lounge wistfully into the service 
without reputatiov, an unknown youth in unsuitable cloth- 
ing, who does not even know how to live on the queer and 
ill cooked food that is given him. And what and where are 
his aspirations ? He stands the uncouth butt of brusque 
commands and coarsest raillery; he is driven into debt be- 
fore he is fit to mount guard; his steadiuess and self control 
are strained beyend endurance. Will he resume his personal 
ideutity at the pay table ?

BOSTON NAVY-YARD. 


Boston, Jan. 24, 1883. 


A private letter from a member of the Naval Committee at 
Washington to a gentleman at the navy yard, says the chances 
for closing this yard on the 31st ot March for the balance of the 
fiscal year areimminent. Tie committee decline to ask for a de- 
ficiency bill, and as Secretary Clandler is short $90,000, it would 
appear that the closing of the yard, for a while, at least, is inevit- 
able. 

On account of the scarcity of funds the payment of the money 
due several of the marines whose terms have expired, for un- 
drawn clothing, will be deferred until an appropriation is made. 

After many year’s the sai! loft has succeeded in getting a hair 
picking machine, which proves a great saving of time and disa- 
greeable labor to the men. 

There was a reduction of 25 caulkers in the construction depart- 
ment on Thursday, and all the mechanics in the ordnance were 
discharged. 

The Jamestown sailed Thursday afternoon and the Portsmouth 
left Monday forenoon. 

Tue police force of the yard donned their new belts and billys 
Saturday last. They sre to bave new whistles, which have been 
required, and a new general order has been placed at each post 
for their guidance, 

All the Powhatan’s spars are now in, and work on her will pro- 
gress more rapidly now in the abz:ence of the two vessels just 
sailed, 

Monday was mechanics’ pay day. The number of men on the 
roll was 667 and the amount required to pay them was $18,492.28. 
About 100 of the above nnmber of meu have been discharged dur- 
ing the month. 

The yard bell did not ring Tuesday morning owing to the ex- 
treme cold weather. 








SHORE PAY—PAYMASTERS. 


Second Comptroller Upton rendered opinions in the follow- 
ing two cases of Paymasters where the 4th Auditor had dis- 
allowed their claims for shore duty while engaged in settling 
accounts : 

1n the revision of the account of Passed Assistant Paymaster 
J. W. Jordan, on duty at Key West, Fila., the pay of his clerk and 
the pay of the clerk of the Commandant of the yard was dis- 
allowed by the Auditor on the ground that they were not in- 
cluded in the order of the Navy Department, of Sept. 30, 1882, 
specifying the officers detailed to shore duty, as required by the 
act of Aug. 5, 1882, returned to the Hon. 4th Auditor for his 
action. 

Passed Assistant Paymaster John W. Jordan was assigned to 
duty at Key West, Fla., on Sep. 30,1882,the Secretary of Navy certi- 
fying that his employment on shore duty at that place “‘is required 











by the public ” interest, and that such service will continue until 
April 1, 1888, unless otherwise ordered. You have disallowed in 
bis account $324,11 paid by him to George Hudson, his clerk, for 
services performed at that place within the time above refe: 
to,on the ground that a similar certificate was not made in 
regard to the clerk. I concede that the clerk is as an 
officer, and that it is unnecessary that “the Secretary of the 
Navy shall determine” that the employment of the clerk is 
necessary, and possibly a strict observance of the letter of the 
law would name the clerk in the certificate. Rut inasmuch as 
the Paymaster is by law “allowed a clerk,” the Secretary neces- 
sarily decided that the clerk’s services at that place were neces- 
sary when he decided upon the necessity of assigning the Pay- 
master to duty, and I think that it is clearly within the spirit 
and meaning of the law to hold that a certificate as to the neces- 
sity of the employment of a Paymaster at that place included the 
necessity of the employment of the clerk to which he is by law 
entitled. Yhe disallowance for payment made to George H. 
Beers, clerk to the Commandant, rests upon the same ground.

In the revision of the account of fAsst. Paymaster John S. Car- 
penter, U. 8. N., detached from the U.S. 8. Montauk, and ordered 
to settle accounts, the 4th Auditor has allowed shore pay for the 
time allowed to make up his accounts on the ground that he was 
not incladed in the order of the Navy Department of Sept. 30, 
1882, specifying the officers detailed to shore duty, as required by 
act of Aug. 5, 1882. 

Respectfully returned to 4th Auditor for his action on the 5th 
of December, 1882. Asst. Paymaster J. 8. Carpenter was ordered 
as follows: “‘When the crew of the Montauk is discharged or 
transferred as directed you will regard yourself as detached from - 
that vessel, proceed home, settle accounts, and at the expiration 
ef the period allowed for this settlement wait for orders.” I 
think he is entitled to other duty pay allowed by regulation for 
the settlement of his accounts, I regard the order detaching him 
from the vesse] not as an order placing him on new duty, but as 
relieving him from duty, that is, as relieving him from sea duty 
upon discharge or transfer of the crew, and from the incidental 
shore duty at the subsequent time fixed by regulation. It would 
have been his duty to settle his accounts if the settlement bad 
not been mentioned in the order, and the Navy regulations fix 
the time allowed for that purpose. His shore duty in settling 
his accounts originate in his former oraer, and are so necessarily 
incidental to service performed under that order that I do not 
think they can be reasonably considered as within the restric- 
tion of the 3d section of Act of Aug. 5, 1882.

Ans.—Sec. 1237 R. 8. says: ** No 
enlisted man shall, during his term of service, be. arrested on 
mesne process, or taken or charged in execution for any debt, 
unless it was contracted before his enlistment and amounting to 
twenty dollars when first contracted.” 


CoRPORAL asks: ‘‘ Does Senator Logan’s bill to increase the pay 
of the Army benefit the Marine Corpsin any way, and if it should 
pass will soldiers and marines continue to draw re-enlistment 
pay?” Ans.—The billdoes not affect the Marine Corps in any 
way. It is strictly an Army bill. The present laws as to re-enlist- 
ment pay are not affected by it. 


Rapa Avis says: ‘‘I want to enlist asatrumpeter. Must I have 
a knowledge of music to do so? are trumpeters taught to blow 
the calls by ears.” Ans.—The latest regulations on the subject 
are as follows : All recruits will hereafter be enlisted as privates. 
Men desiring to be rated as field musicians may be enlisted with 
the understanding that if, after examination and trial at the 
depot, they develop sufficient aptituae, they will be as-igned as 
field musicians (trampeters, drummers, or fifers). Generally by 
ear.

Mono aske: ‘1. Will you kindly inform me what the Committee 
of the Whole House on the State of the Union is, and why a bill 
reported favorably by the Military Committee should be in the 
hands of the first mentioned?

AN IMPORTANT DEBATE. 


Tue great space we give up this week to the House 
debate on the Naval Appropriation bill will be found to 
contain matter of the highest interest not only for those 
who are immediately connected with the Navy, but 
also for every reader. It is important, too, to follow 
this debate to discover the temper of the popular body 
of Congress with reference to the Military establish- 
ment generally, using the term in the broadest sense, so 
as to include both the Army and the Navy. 

It is manifest that the House is affected by a sup 
posed popular demand for retrenchment of expenses, 
and retrenchment for itself, without much reference to 
where it is applied. But we are glad to observe that 
no hostility to the services cropped out in that debate, 
and the disposition to deal fairly with the one partic- 
ularly under discussion seems to be general, though the 
final action of the House was in some important respects 
open to just criticism. The crudities and objectionable 
innovations of the bill as passed, however, are likely to 
be largely, if not wholly, corrected in the Senate, which 
more conservative hody will hesitate still longer than 
the House about introducing new and more or less rad- 
ical Jegislation into an appropriation bill. Nor is the 
Senate likely to be so unreasonably influenced by the 
newspaper outcry for indiscriminate retrenchment. 
There is, indeed, no serious popular demand for any 
reduction of expenses which would impair the efficiency 
of the Army and Navy, and lessen their strength or 
injuriously affect the welfare of the officers of the two 
services. On the contrary, there is a demand fora 
better Nuvy, so far as ships are concerned, and for the 
general improvement of our military establishment. 
But the people want to get the worth of their money. 

A disposition to deal fairly and equitably with the 
Navy, according to the lights of the members, was man- 





ifested by individuals on both sides of the chamber. It 
is true that in the final vote on the passage of the bill, 
185 to 99, the opposition was chiefly made up of Demv- 
crats, but from that fact, of courre, no party hostility 
to the service can reasonably be inferred. It rather 
indicated hostility to the Administration, and a disposi- 
tion to assume the negative until the party takes direc- 
tion of expenditures as a majority in the next House. 
At the close of the debate, as published eleewhere, 
will be found a list of the amendments to the Naval 
Appropriation bill as passed. 





SEVERAL members of the G. A. R. of the Baltimore 

encampment called on Senator Logan at the capital, 
January 25th, and presented him with a copy of a 
resolution adopted by the orgavization at a meeting held 
in Baltimore the day before, in which the thanks of 
this department are due and have hereby tendered to 
Comrade John A. Logan for his action in opposing the 
appointment of Fitz John Porter, late a Major General, 
U. 8. Volunteers, to ‘an important position in the 
regular army of the U. 8. 
The committee also presented a resolution adopted 
by the encampment at the same meeting favoring and 
urging the passage of H. R. 3,856, which passed the 
House in April last, providing for the ccrrection of the 
muster-rolls of the volunteer forces in the late war, so 
that the muster of officers therein shall cover the whole 
period during which they were regularly commissioned. 
There is a Senate bill in the committee which is in- 
tended to accomplish the same purpose as that of the 
House; but officersof the G. A. R. claim that it is 
not so good a measure as the House bil], which they 
recommend the Senate Committee to adopt. 





Tue joint resolution by Mr. Steele, of Indiana, intro- 
duced in the House of Rey resentatives, January 23, to 
suspend so much of Section 1094 of the Revised Stat- 
utes as provides that, ‘‘when a vacancy occurs in the 
office of General or Lieutenant General, such office shall 
cease,” is in the line of the suggestion on this subject 
made in last week’s Journat. It also points, emphati- 
cally, as it should do, to the well-deserved promotion, 
on the retirement of Gen. Sherman, of Lieut. Gen. 
Sheridan to the grade of General of the Army, and of 
Maj.-Gen. Hancock to that of Lieutenant General. 

Doubtless the mere partisanship which still distin- 
guishes and disfigures the public press of the country, 
will drag political objects and motives into the consid- 
eration of the propesed legislation. This is to be depre- 
cated, as it is pretty safe to assume that public opinion 
in and out of the Army desires the action contemplated 
by Mr. Steele’s well-timed resolution, which is intended 
to further distinguish two soldiers whose services in the 
hour of the country’s danger are by no means forgot- 
ten, and who are eminently worthy to succeed Gens. 
Grant and Sherman in the highest position so far known 
to our military service. 








Or the 155 men on duty with the Signal Corps at 
Washington, 145 have signed a petition to the Chief Sig- 
nal Officer of the Army protesting against the transfer 
of the Weather Service to that of the civil departments 
on the ground that such a trausfer would “‘ greatly im- 
pair its present efficiency.” ‘‘ We are convinced,” they 
add, ‘that the best results can be obtained only through 
the precision, uniformity, and rapidity which the mili- 
tary system insures.” They request ‘‘ that action be 
taken to secure to the Corps a distinctive organization, 
with such modifications of the present system as the 
wisdom and expcrience of the Chief Signal Officer and 
his assistants may suggest.” Sergeant Pursell reported 
under date of December 29, 1882, to General Hazen 
that ‘‘the present movement to transfer the Weather 
Bureau to the Interior Department has its origin with 
those mischievous persons who last winter endeavored 
to defeat your plans for increasing the efficiency of the 
service ; and who, at that time, in order to gratify their 
personal malice and hatred toward certain members of 
the Corps, resorted to the coward’s weapon, anonymous 
letters.” 








Tne Jaw of last year which provides that all cadet 
graduates frcm the Military Academy fur whom there 
are no vacancies at the time of graduation shall be dig- 
charged with $750 pay, is not likely to interfere with 
any members of the present graduating class, which 
consists of 52 cadets. There are at present neatly forty 
vacancies in the grade of 2d Lieutenants in the engi- 
neers, cavalry, artillery, and infantry, and it is fair to 
suppose that enough vacancies will occur within the 
next five months to give commissions to the entire fifty- 
two cadets. If the clause in the present Appropriation 
bill which opens the 400 retired list passes (which is 





more than probable) there will be eleven more retire. 
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ments up to this time, and by the end of June probably 
several more, thus causing more vacancies in the line of 
the Army; so that places for all the cadets are certain, 
and a chance is left for the non-commissioned officer. 





Tue daily newspapers have this week published an 
account of an alleged recent order issued by Gen. 
Wesley Merritt, Superintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy, restricting the privileges of enlisted men and 
employees there, directing the searching of vehicles 
entering the Government reservation, and more to the 
same effect. We are assured on good authority that 
Gen. Merritt has issued no orders of the kind mentioned, 
and that the military orders affecting the troops, etc., 
at the Academy remain about as they have been for 
some years. Doubtless the General may have seen 
some necessity for a stricter enforcement of standing 
orders, and, like a good soldier, has enunciated the 
belicf that orders are made to be obeyed, but he has 
done nothing further. 








Tux mistake in the Naval Appropriation bill of last 
year with regard to credit to officers of the Navy for 
non-continued aud enlisted service came very near being 
repeated in the present bill. Certain warrant officers 
had prepared an amendment giving credit for such 
service as though it had been performed on the “‘ grade 
or capacity in which they last entered the Navy.” As 
many of them last entered the Navy as mates or enlist- 
ed men, who have no longevity pay, anil were promot- 
ed to warrant officers, they would have found this 
provision they proposed entirely inoperative if it had 
been adopted. The mistake was remedied by the exer- 
tions of a gentleman who is counsel for a number of the 
officers interested, and who prepared the amendment in 
its present shape, giving officers credit for all such serv- 
ice as though it had been performed ‘‘in the lowest 
grade having graduated pay” held by them since last 
entering the service. 








The bill H. R. 1612, to reinstate Wm. P. Chambliss, late 
major of the 4th Cavalry, U. S. A., in the Army, and 
place his name on the retired list of the Army, with 
rank formerly held by him, was acted upon adversely 
by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, January 
23. This bill was passed by the House at the first ses- 
sion of the present Congress, and it was thought by Mr. 
Chambliss and friends that it stood a good chance of 
going through the Senate, but this adverse action by the 
committee has thrown cold water on those expectations. 
The committee did not submit a report on the bill— 
simply reporting it adversely, and recommending it to 
be postponed indefinitely. No objection was made to 
the merits of the measure, but the action taken was in 
accordance with the cast-iron rule adopted by them 
some time since not to report any bill favorably which 
provided for restoration to the Army, no matter how 
meritorious. 








The Senate Sub Committee on the Army Appropria- 
tion bill have about concluded their labors and expect 
to repurt to the full committee on Saturdry. They have 
stricken out the provision relative to the abolition of the 
Pay Department, and inserted an amendment providing 
that no promotions shall be made to fill vacancies until 
the number shall be reduced to 40. Senator Logan’s 
amendment, adopted by Military Committee, it will be 
seen from our Congressional report, embraces most of 
the clauses in his bill to increase the efficiency of the 
Army. There has also been some changes made in the 
Clauses about the reduction of aides. 








Ir is reported that Gov. Butler, of Massachusetts, 
desires to have a regular Army officer detailed as inspec- 
tor general on his staff, and Bvt. Lieut. Col. E. Rice, 
5th U. 8. Infantry, is mentioned as likely to receive the 
appointment. Gov. Butler and Col. Rice being personal 
friends, it is believed the former will apply at Wash- 
ington for an order to enable Col. Rice to accept the 
position. If Gov. Butler makes sucha selection he will 
offer to the governors of other States an example they 
would do well to follow. 








Tue decision of the Court of Claims in the case of 
Commander James G. Graham, U. S. N., for excess of 
mileage over actual expenses for foreign travel under 
orders, in 1872, was read on Monday hy Judge Ban- 
croft Davis, and was very emphatic in favor of the 
claimant. The Court held that there was no substantial 
difference between the language of the act of 1835 with 
regard to mileage, and that of the act of 1876 under 
which the claim of Commodore Temple had been 
allowed by the Supreme Court. The points raised by 
the Government were that the act of July 15, 1870, 
allowing the expenses of transporting for baggage in 
foreign countries, should be construed and implied as a 


ratification by Congress of the ‘pre-existing custom of 
the Department to pay only actual expenses for foreign 
travel; alsothat the act of July 17, 1862, providing 
that mileage should only be allowed officers of the Army 
or Navy for travel performed at their own expense, 
prohibited payment of mileage to officers where pas- 
sage tickets had been purchased by the paymaster. 

The facts of Commander Graham’s case were thus 
given in the request for finding made up by his at- 
torney : 

August 10, 1872, claimant was ordered by his superior officer to 
proceed from Washington, via New York, the Pacific mail steamer 
Aspinwall, and the Isthmus of Panama, to the Navy Yard at 
Mare Island, California, and report for duty on the U. 8S. steamer 


Benicia. 
Ciaimant proceeded in accordance with said order, completing 


his journey September 16, 1872. 

In obeying said order, claimant travelled 6,363 miles, viz: 
From Washington to New York, 229 miles, and from New York to 
Mare Island, 6,134 miles. 

For his travelling expenses from Washington to New York, 
claimant was paid at the rate of ten cents per mile. 

For his travelling expenses from New York to Mare Island, 
claimant received only transportation on the Pacific mail steam- 
ers, for which the defendants paid only $150. 

In 1870, Lieut. R. M. Berry, U. S. N., was paid at the rate of ten 
ctnts per mile, less tax, for travel trom San Francisco, Cal., to 
Sitka, Alaska, via Victoria, British Columbia, which was jess than 
the actual expenses of such travel. 

The Court held that the act of 1870 was intended to 
enforce, as to foreign travel, the promissive provision 
of the act of April 17, 1866, allowing expenses for 
transporting baggage. Also that the prohibition in the 
act of 1862 applied only to cases where officers were 
furnished transportation on Government vessels. 

Decisions were rendered at the same time in the cases 
of Lieut. Walter Goodwin and Carpenter Wm. T. Toy, 
involving the same questions. It is not yet known 
whether the cases will be appealed to the Supreme 


Court. 

The decisions in the Mason and Thornley cases for 
longevity have not yet been rendered. An opinion 
favorable to the claimants is confidently expected. 








TERE seems to be a probability that Sir Garnet 
Wolseley may succeed the Marquis of Lorne as Gover- 
nor General of Canada, when the latter’s term expires 
next November. Sir Garnet is pleasantly remembered 
in Canada, having commanded the troops sent to the 
Red River settlements in 1870. 








Letrers received this week from some of our West- 
ern posts refer to the coldest weather experienced, Jan. 
21 to 24, for years, if ever. At Fort Pembina, the 
thermometer seems to have gone down completely out 
of sight. 








ApsoTant Gen. Drum, U. 8. A., is having prepared 
a list of the retirements which will occur within the 
next ten years under the retirement act of last year. 
The list is nearly completed with the exception of one 
or two cases where there seems to be a discrepancy ex- 
isting between the ages given recently and former 
records. 








TuERE is a strong effort being made by the Pay De- 
partment of the. Army to have the present laws so 
changed as to aliow mileage to officers over the shortest 
usally travelled routes ; also to allow officers mileage 
over land-grant railroads. There is good reason to be- 
lieve that the provision will pass in the Appropriation 
bill. 








THERE was a better attendance of gunmen before the 
Special Committee on Heavy Ordnance at the meeting 
on Jan. 20 than at any previous session. Gen. Benét, 
Chief of Ordnanse, and Mr. Hunt, of the South Boston 
Tron Co., were the only persons who addressed the 
committee at avy great length. Mr. Hunt was strong 
in advocacy of cast iron as material for heavy guns. 
He claimed that it had endured all tests that had been 
made up to the present time, and he thought if the op- 
portunity was given for heavier practice 1t would stand 
the pressure. He offered to make a 12-inch breach 
loading gun of cast iron on condition that if the gun 
stood the tests which might be made the Government 
should give him the contract for that class of heavy 
gun. 

Gen. Benét in his remarks to the committee took the 
ground that there were two things it was imperatively 
necessary that the Government should do at once in the 
way of providing an armament for the sea coast fortifi- 
cations. The first was to utilize what material we have 
on hand, and to continue the conversion of the 10-inch 
smooth-bores into 8-inch rifles, and also to so mount the 
15-inch smooth-bores that they could be used with a 
largely increased weight of powder. The 8-inch 
muzzle-loading converted rifle, he said, had shown a 
remarkable endurance, and in actual trial considerable 
power. Several ot them have been fired hundreds of 
rounds, three of them from seven hundred to nine 
hundred rounds with battering charge of 35 pounds of 
powder and shot weighing 180 pounds, and all these | 





guns were in a perfectly serviceable condition at the 
present time; one had been converted into a chambered 
muzzle-loader 8-inch rifle, so that the charge used was 
55 pounds; that gun had been fired about 200 rounds 
with that heavy charge, and was still perfectly sound. 
As to their power he gave the committee a statement 
of the results of some recent experiments with these 
guns against iron plates, and showed that the penetrae 
tion wes about 10inches. The 15-inch smooth-bore 
guns, he said, should be allowed to remuin as they 
are, but the carriages should be provided for all 
not now mounted and the old carriages should 
be so modified that the powder charge 
should be increased to 123 pounds. The 8-inch rifles 
would be useful in the protection of torpedo fields, in 
secondary positions on the forts in our harbors, and at 
the smaller harbors. The 15-inch would be useful, 
also, as secondary positions, and he strongly recom! 
mended that the conversion of 10-inch smooth bores 
into 8-:nch muzzle loading rifles should be continued 
in view of the success already had with this class of 
guns. 

In the second place Gen. Benét recommended the 
construction of experimental steel breech Joading rifles, 
and advocated the fabrication of two such rifles, one 
steel hooped, and the other steel wire wound, deeming 
it imperative to make a commencement in the use of 
steel, which must be the only material for guns of high 
power. He thought that in 10 or 15 years we might be 
able to produce 12-inch steel guns, but that the manu- 
facture of steel for gun construction was a new thing in 
this country. There was very little suitable plant, and 
the progress would be very slow. For these reasons, he 
said, Congress should do something for the encourage- 
ment of the steel manufacturers. In the interval, and 
while developing the steel guns, he thought cast iron 
might be utilized to construct guns of moderate power 
provided it was strengthened in some manner, and he 
recommended the wrapping of a cast iron body with 
steel wire. He also advised the construction of 12 
inch muzzle-loading, rifled mortars of cast iron, hooped 
with steel, after the plan recommended by the Getty 
Board, and remarked that the Engineers would require 
several hundred of these mortars. 

General Benét will continue his remarks before the 
Committee on Saturday, Jan. 27. The Committee has 
handed over to him the testimony and papers of Messrs. 
Wiard, Mann, Hubbell, Col. Yates, and others, with a 
request to examine them and iuform the Committee of 
his views on the different systems proposed by these 
gentlemen. 


A prespaton to the N. Y. Hventng Post from Wash- 
ington, January 26, says: ‘‘In an incidental debate upon 
a reference of the naval appropriation bill, it was clearly 
indicated to-day that the Senate will not accept the 
legislation contained in the House bill, and that Robe- 
son’s scheme will be foiled.” Our own Washington 
correspondent writes us: ‘‘It is, of course, too far ahead 
to say what the Senate will do with the bill in its pre- 
sent shape, but there is one clause that you can be pretty 
covfident will not pass, and that is the amendment of 
the House providing for the abolition of the Pay Corps, for 
the one reason that a simi'ar provision in the Army bill 
is being strongly opposed, and is almost certain to be 
defeated. The defeat of the clause in the Army bill 
means defeat in the naval bill.” 














WE regret to he obliged to say that there now seemg 
to be almost no chance for favorable action by the House 
Naval Committee on Mr. Harris’s bill to transfer the 
administration of the Revenue Marine Service to the 
Navy Department. The prospects are that the bill will 
either die in committee or be reported adversely. An- 
swers to the Naval Committee’s circular asking for 
views on the subject by parties interested, have been 
and are still coming in in great numbers from all parts 
of the country, some signed by individuals, but the ma- 
jority cf them resolutions and memorials from mari 
time and other organizations. With but few exceptions 
these communications are of the same tenor as the one 
we published last week of the New York Maritime As- 
sociation, and that we this week give from the Maritime 
Exchange of Pailadelphia, remonstrating against the 
proposed transfer. Most of these communications are 
sent directly to the Naval Committee, though many of 
them are presented in the two Houses, and then re- 
ferred to the committee. 

We last week published a letter from a Revenue Ma- 
rine officer, favoriug the transfer, and this week we 
give the similar views of another officer. It seems to 
be apparent that those in that service who are stimu- 
lating the sending of remonstrances against the transfer 
do not represent the opinions of a large body cf the offi- 
cers, who, for some reason or other, are not making 
hemse!ves heard on the subject as they should be.

captain in the Army, and twelve assistant surgeons, 
with the rank of lieutenant in the Army, making in all 
one hundred and eighty-one medical officers. Now, if 
I were asked what I would do with this top-heavy 
corps, I would answer, “ Muster them all out down to 
the actual needs of the service.” They have a good pro 
fession. They.are not like officers iu the line who have 
studied for years to make then:selves naval officers, and 
who would be left entirely without any other profession. 
These medical gentlemen have a good profession, and 
I would muster all out down to the needs of the service 
and let them go into the general practice of medicine. 
That is where I would put the pruning koife first. I 
now come to the paymasters’ corps, and, as Dickens 
makes Squeers say, ‘‘Here is richness.” We have 
thirteen pay directors, with a rank corresponding to that 
of colonel inthe Army. They cannot gotosea. They 
have too much rank. They never do gotosea. They 
are prohibited by law from going to sea; but whether 
they are prohibited or not, they'do not goto sea. We 
have thirteen pay inspectors, with rank corresponding 
to that of lieutenant colonel in the Army. We have 
six fleets. These thirteen pay inspectors may go to 
sea, but only with a fleet. We have only six fleets to 
goin. Necessarily the seven who have no fleets musi 
stay at home. We have fifty paymasters, with rank 
corresponding with that of major in the Army; we 
have thirty passed assistant paymasters, with the rank 
of captain and lieutenant; we have nineteen assistant 
paymasters, with rank corr2sponding to that of lieuten- 
ant, raaking in al! one hundred and twenty-five genile- 
men, with varying ranks in the Navy, to pay our thirty- 
six or forty vessels, and the rest of them to spend their 
time in pleasure. Now, you ask me what I would do 
with this branch of the service. I would wipe it out 
from top to bottom; that is what I would do with it; 
and I would detail officers of the line to pay the navy 
yards and ships. But you say these paymasters give 
bond, Yes, that is true; paymasters give bonds to the 
Government ; but there are as many of them that de- 
fault with the bonds as there are without; and 1 know 
that there are officers of the line, who do not give bond, 
that are disbursing and paying more money to-day in 
the Navy.than any of these pay:nasters. Take as ex- 
amples the officers in charge of the lighthouses, and, as 
has been suggested, if found necessary, you may re- 
quire bonds to be given by the line officers. But this 
system, in addition toits being an incubus and hanging 
about the neck of the Naval Department, like the alba- 
tross about the neck of the sailor. its appointees come 
from civil life. [I would sweep the whole thing away. 
That is my idea about it; because we want an efficient 
Navy, and we want above and beyond all things such 
stable laws as will settle the minds of men that the 
Navy is not going to be overhauled every time Congress 
meets. The whole navul establishment is set to effer- 
vescing and thrown into a state of feverish excitement 
at-every assembling of Congress. One of the greatest 
abuses connected with our naval establishment is this 
constant feverishness and uncertainty which is allowed 
to remain in the minds of the line officers by reason of 
these constant changes with reference to legislation 
connected with the Navy. This ought to be stopped, 
and a permanent, stable rule established for its govern- 
ment. 

We have of chief engineers sixty-nine. Ten of these 
do not go to sea at all. We have ninety-nine passed 
assistant engineers, sixty-two assistants, and sixty-two 
cadet engineers. I desire to leave this part of the dis- 
cussion of the bill, however, to my friend from Illinois 
{Mr. Thomas], who has the matter better in hand than 
I, and will pass over that portion. 

The ten civil engineers which belong to the staff, in 
my judgment, ought to be mustered out and bear 
no rank at allin the Navy, and the eleven mathema- 
ticians which we employ, and who are engaged in specu- 
lative astronomy, in computing the distance between 
stars and sweeping the heavens to discover comets, 
might just as well let the tinse] and epaulets fall from 
their uniforms and go back again into civil life. I do 
not care to maintain them as a part of the naval estab- 
lishment. They are of no practical service to it, and 
there is uo sense in continuing them in the service as 
naval officers. 

While upon that subject I might as well say that I 
agree entirely with the idea that we ought to have a 
national observatory, and that these mathematicians 
should be assigned to and would find good employment 
in running it; but it ought to be disconnected from the 
naval observatory altogether. That ought always to 
remain in charge of the naval officers of our Goveru- 
ment. They make the nautical almanac, observe the 
constant stars, and make the charis for the sailor when 
he bas nothing to guide him except the stars and sky 
upop unknown seas. Therefore the naval observatory 
should always remain in charge of the line officers of the 
Navy, and these other gentlemen should be in another 
department. 

We have ten naval constructors and six assistants. 
These are ship carpenters. They ought nut to have any 
naval rank, but simply be employed by the Navy. 

Now, I have gone through some of the reforms which 
I think ought to take place in the Navy; but, as I said 
in the outset, when these reforms take place they should 
be done by the committee charged with these duties, 
and not by the Appropriations Committee, which under 
the rules of this House, has for years become the great 
sponge which absorbs everything else; the octopus that 
spreads out its arms, grasping the entire legislation of 
the country and excluding all the other committees from 
ashare. Now, I have oot talked harshly about the 
Appropriatioss Committee of this Congress, not nearly 
80 harshly as I have done heretofore, because I think 
that they have been reasonably free from trespassing 
upon the domain of the other committees of the House. 

The Admiral of our Navy, I may say in passing, has 
On his staff but one aid, anc |: is a lieutenant. Pro- 
bably that ought to be changed a little, but I will not 


stop to discuss it as I do not know the Admiral’s feelings 
‘on the subject. 


You cannot reduce it very much under

| Now, Mr. Chairman, I desire to call attention to some 
|of the provisions of the bill to which I shall also invite 
| the attention of the committee later, and against which 
i 1 shall make certain points of order, of which I now 
give gentlemen due notice. 

; Against the provision of the bill commencing on page 
| 8, and at line 50, in the following words: 

Provided also, That when any commodore shall reach the age 
of 60 years, any captain the age of 55 years, any commander the 
age of 51 years, any lieutenant-commander the age of 47 years, or 
any lieutenant the age of 45 years he shall be retired by the 
President from active service, and shall go upon the retired list 
of — Navy as of the grade beld by him at the date of his retire- 
ment, 

When we reach that proviso in this bill I shall make 
the proper point of order upon it that it is a change of 
existing law end does not retrench expenditures, but on 
the contrary increases them. But if that shall be over- 
ruled I shall maintain and do maintain now that if gen- 
tlemen desire to strike a blow at the retired list, and 
sooner or later have it entirely wiped out, they can do 
it in no better way than by adopting that provision. 
Retired lists in the Army and Navy have never been 
very popular in this country. The more you increase it 
and call public attention to it the less sure it is of per- 
manent continuance. 

The only way to maintain a retired list for the Army 
or Navy ir this country is to guard it jealously and see 
that none but the really deserving go upon it, and the 
people will maintain it. But if you retire a class of 
men when they are in the prime of life, at, the age of 45, 
47, 49, and 51, simply because they have served a cer- 
tain length of time with a certain rank, you will as cer- 
tainly break down and swamp that whole retired list as 
that you pass this bill. 

There is ene other objection I take to the bill, which 
relates to the clause preceding the one I have read. It 
provides that promotion shall not take place in the line 
unless the parties have seen certain years of sea service 
in the grade or rank which is named. That is, lieuten- 
ants must have seen six years’ service with the rank of 
lieutenant, and so on down through the list. 

Now, there is a strange thing about the bill, to which 
I call the attention of my friend from New Jersey. 
Going on till it gets to uhe rank of commander it there 
suddenly stops. It does not say anything about cap- 
tains. I wonder why that is--why a captain before he 
is promoted ought not to see certain sea service before 
promotion? Why is it? Isit that there is some cap- 
tain lurking somewhere in the Navy in some soft spot 
that does not want to be interfered with? Or is there 
some other reason not apparent why a captain should 
not serve a few years 1n active service before he is pro- 
moted? Is there some reason for it which does not 
apply to the commanders and lieutenants ? 

But the point I desired particularly to call attention 
to was that this bill will work a positive injustice to 
these officers unless we increase the number of ships 
that wehave. It places in the hands of the Depart- 
ment the power to prevent a person whom they want to 
retire from going to sea. We have only forty ships. 
The Department niay keep an officer on shore when the 
time approaches for promotion, and although he may 
want to goto sea never so bad, the Department may 
put its hands upon him while he sees the time ap- 
proaching when he has to go to the retired list. I sim- 
ply offer that by way of criticism on the bill. 

I come now to the next question I propose to discuss, 
which is the question of selection. I am opposed to the 
method of selection, which places in the hands of a 
board the right to say arbitrarily who of the captains 
and the commoderes who are presented shall be pro- 
moted to the rank of admiral. 

I shall make the point of order against that also. But 
I maintain that the mode of selection here pointed out is 
wrong. If there is to be a promotion, as there must be, 
let the promotion be made as now made with reference 
to the junior officers of the Navy, by seniority, coupled 
with the examination which is now required. Be- 
fore the board as now constituted for the examina- 
tion of junior officers the record of these men is 
spread out; their conduct, their ability, all is 
spread out before this board; and after they have 
examined that, and have ordered the men before them 
for an examination, they have the entire record as well 
as the examination which the officer then stands from 
which to make selection; and that is the best mode of 
selection in the world. But to say that three men shall 
select but from five names and shall consider but the 
five, and then if they promote a junior the senior com- 
modore may retire, upon his own application, with the 
rank of rear-admiral, is all wrong. 

I next call attention to a proviso with reference to the 
vacancies which are provided for in the biil of last year. 
I shall offer an amendment tothat. The section as I 
propose to amend it will read: 


That hereafter all the vacancies which shal] occur in the var- 
ious grades of the line or staff of the Navy shall be filled by pro- 
motion as follows: Foreach two vacancies there shall bs one 
promotion in each of the lower grades until such grade shall be 
reduced below the numbers fixed by the provisions of the act of 
August 5, 1882. 

While I am upon this subject of selection I want to 
call attention to another thing. 

Just after the war closed there was a board convened 
who selected from among the officers of the Navy certain 
persons and advanced them certain numbers for distin- 
guished service and gallant conduct. It is a strange 
commentary upon the action of some of the officers of 
the Navy that ever since that time bills have been pend- 
ing in this and the other end of the Capitol to undo 
what was done by that board of selection. As my friend 
from Massachusetts [Mr. Morse] suggests, there -were 
only 50 selected out of 1,000, and ever since that selec- 
tion was made, almost entirely because of the way this 
has been done, there have been constant assaults upon 
that selection and to undo what was then done ; and even 
now bills are lying in the committee-room to do it. 








I now come to the question of commodores. I only 
want to repeat what 1 said a year “ee in reference to 
them. My friend from New Jersey [Mr. Robeson] has 
said (and he said it twice and said it well) that these 
gentlemen are a little too big for a ship and not quite 
big enough for a fleet; that they are sort of supernu- 
weraries in the Navy, and should be got rid of as soon 
as possible. 

I say to tlis House, and especially to those members 
of the House who served in the volunteer forces durin 
the war, when the war closed we found this grade o 
commodore in the Navy. We told these officers, who 
had won their rank in the conflict and had been pro- 
moted for gallantry, that if they would devote their 
lives to the naval service here was a grade to which 
they should be promoted. 

We have retained that grade in the service for the 
seventeen years since the war closed; and now, just as 
these men are ready to step iato the grade which we 
promised them long ago, it is proposed by a Congress 
said to be friendly to them to sweep it away entirely. 
I say you ean not do that without performing an act of 
great injustice. 

But it is said it is only a grade—-only a rank in the 
Navy. Exactly. And when you and I served ia the 
Army, if we were second lieutenants we were never 
satisfied until we got to be first lieutenants, and so on 
all the way up. Westruggled just as hard for the next 
grade above as we had done to get the grade we started 
with. 

It is said of Lord Nelson, that grand o'd hero of the 
British navy, that when he lost his arm he declared that 
he did not know but what he would be willing to lose 
the other if be could be advanced to the grade which he 
longed for. That is exactly what officers of the Army 
and of the Navy look forward to ; this advance in grade 
is all they have to look forward to. 

It is true we feed them and give them a sort of impe- 
cuvious support. But the only thing they have to look 
forward to in the future asa reward for their service 
is the promotion in grade. Yet we now propose, after 
we have got these men to give their services to the 
country, to sweep away the grade we promised thei 
just as they are ready to step into it. 

I come now to that part of the bill making provision 
with reference to furrishing the ships which have for a 
long time been in process of construction. These are 
the Miantonomob, the Puritan, the Amphitrite, the 
Terror, and the Monadnock. 

The bill of Jast year provided for the launching of 
some of these vessels, the Puritan and Miantonomoh 
among the number, and for cruises to be made by them. 
A. cruise was made by the Miantonomohb, and she has 
been somewhat tested since the appropriation was made 
last year. It is due to the country and to the members 
of the House who have not particularly examined the 
report made iu reference to it that some of the salient 
points should be stated. 

The Miantonomoh in her present condition, according 
to the report of her uflicers, can probably be forced to a 
speed of 114 knotsan hour, She has made 10} knots 
an hour, and probably can be forced up to the greater 
speed named. J 

When driven at the rate of ten and a half knots an 
hour, however, the water in her front was banked up 
five feet and six inches above the level of the sea and 
passed over her bow at a depth of one foot and a half, 
running off in a stream on either side. I ask gentlemen 
to note this fact particularly.. When being forced along 
through the water at the rate of about ten or ten and a 
half knots an hour the water was forced over her bow 
toa depth of one foot and a half. And if she was 
forced to a speed of eleven and a half knots an hour the 
accumulation of water on her deck would be very much 
greater. 

Be that as it may, it seems, and 1 think it will be con- 
ceded by all, that as far as speed is concerned the ship 
will never be able ts compete with the better class of 
ships in the other navies of the world. She must be 
used entirely for harbor defence. I think probably the 
same is true with regard to the Puritan, aithough the 
Puritan is a very much larger ship and a very much 
better one. 

But I have no objection to the finishing of these ships, 

and shall never put any obstruction in the way of finish- 
ing them. We have them thus far along and they can 
be used for harbor defence, and will be useful in that 
way. 
My judgment is that they will probably never be able 
to be used on the high seas, for I notice that when the 
Miantozomoh went down the Delaware and came around 
to Washington she went under the convoy of one of our 
other vessels. 

Another singular thing about the construction of these 
ships which I wish to call attention to is, that if one of 
them should start to cross the Atlantic she would have to 
be recoaled in mid-ocean, for she could not carry coal 
enough at one time for the entire trip. 

Mr. Robeson—The gentleman will permit me to say 
that the monitors are not constructed to cress the ocean. 
They are constructed for coast and harbor defence and 
for service in the West Indies, the Isthmus, and the 
Spanish Main. By reason of their draught, their con- 
struction, and their armament, they are suitable for this 
purpose only. 

Mr. Calkins—Be that as it may, I do not care to enter 
into that branch of the question at all. What I desire 
to say and to impress up~n the committee is that the 
United States ought to have at least three of as good 
s!oops of war as there are in the world. Those sloops 
ought to be able to compete on the high seas or in any 
harbor of the world with the navy of any other nation. 
As an American, I have grown tired of seeing our 
country snubbed and derided by the other nations of 
the world. No longer ago than the war between Peru 
and Chili, when Admiral Balch undertook to make 
some kindly suggestions between the two nations, the 
Chilians simply told the American admiral, and the 
American Government through him, that if he did not 
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raind his own business they would send him and his 
fleet to the bottom of the ocean. That was the purport 
of the communication. 

Now, I am tired of this sort of business; and I want 
the American peop!e to have as good a navy as any 
other government in the world. We can construct a 
navy with as little expense as any other nation; and 
the genius of the American people is equal to bringing 
forward the best built vessels in the world. The Ame- 
rican sailor is as brave a man as ever walked the deck 
of any ship. Asa government is known abroad very 
much by her naval force, I am in favor of building up 


the American Navy and making it such as we can all be | 


proud of. 
REMARKS OF MR. THOMAS OF ILLINOIS. 


Mr. Thomas—I think we ought tc have an efficient 
Navy. The Naval Committee, of which I am 
a member, are of the unanimous opinion that we 

t to have a better, larger and more efficient 
Navy, and the country demands of us, while 
we have a plethoric treasury, that we rebuild our 
Navy. When we contemplate the official per- 
sonnel of our Navy, as it is presented to us by 
this bill, the first natural inquiry of the mind is, ‘‘What 
does it cost to keep this large army of officers of high 
and low rank, what duties have they to perform in time 
of profound , and where and how are they em- 
ployed?” This bill discloses the fact that it costs the 
country $3 939,400 for the pay and emoluments of the 
official active list of the Navy alone, and that the pay 
and allowances of the retired list amounts to $703,180 
— $4,642,580 for the salaries of officers alone. The Na- 
val Register shows how these officers are employed. 
That our Navy is officially-top-heavy, unless we vuild 
a large number of new ships and enlist several thou- 
sand more sailors, every one must admit. But what 
causes it to be top-heavy? Let us look into this Naval 

er, and see. 

e have 11 rear admirals on the active list, only 5 of 
whom are on sea duty, commanding stations. We have 
23 commodores, not one of whom is performing sea 
duty; we have 48 captains, 9 only of whom are perform- 
ing sea duty; 14 medical direc'ors, with the relative 
rank of captainin the Navy or colonel in the Army, 
not one of whom is performing sea duty or can perform 
sea duty on account of having too much rank; 15 
medical inspectors who have the relative rank of com- 
manders in the Navy or lieutenant colonel in the Army, 
who on account of their high rank can only go to sea as 
fleet surgeons, and only 3 of the 15 are perforring sea 
duty ; 50 surgeons, with the relative rank of lieutenant 
commanders or majors ia the Army; 80 assistant sur- 

ns, 20 of whom have the relative rank of lieutenant 
fa the Navy or captain in the Army, 51 of whom have 
the relative rank of master in the Navy or first lieuten- 
ant in the army; 12 assistant surgeons, with the rela- 
tive rank of ensigns in the Navy or second lieutenants 
in the Army, aud 2 without rank and not in the line of 
promotion, and yet who receive a handsome compensa- 
tion, as will be seen by the bill; making 173 medical 
officers in all. 

There are 13 pay dirsctors, with the relative rank of 
captain in the Navy or colonel in the Army, wko cannot 
go to sea on account of having too much rank ; 12 pay 
i who can only go to sea as fleet paymasters, 
as they have the relative rank of a commander in the 
Navy or a lieutenant colonel in the Army; and only 4 
of the number are now performing sea service ; 50 pay- 
masters, with the relative rank of lieutenant commander 
in the Navy or major in the Army, 22 of whom are 
now performing sea service ; assistant pay- 
masters, with the relative rank of lieutenant in the Navy 
or captain in the Army; 19 assistant —— (an 
increase of one), with the relative rank of ensign in 
the Navy or second lieutenant in the Army; making in 
all 124 pay officers in the Navy. 

There are 10 chief engineers, with the rank of cap- 
tain, who cannot go to sea; 15 chief engineers, with 
the rank of commanders, who can only go to sea as 
fleet engineers; 45 chief engineers, with the rank of 
lieutenant commander; 80 passed assistant engineers, 
with the rank of lieutenant, and 15 with the rank of 
master; 11 assistant engineers, with the rank of mas- 
ter, and 5: with the rank of ensign, making 161 engi- 
neer officers, and there are 62 cadet engineers in addi- 
tion. 

There are 4 chaplains, with the rank of captain in the 
Navy, 7 with the rank of commander, and 6 with the 
rank of lieutenant, and 6 plain chaplains—6 honest, 
straightforward chaplains, without gold lace, without 
shoulder knots, and without rank to point toa higher 
world and lead the way. 

There are 11 professors of mathematics, 3 of whom 
have the relative rank of captain, four with the rank of 
lieutenant. 

These professors are employed at various places. 
Some of them are at the Naval Academy and some at 
the Naval Observatory, while some are on ‘special 
duty.” Just what that s duty is the Lord only 
knows. [Laughter.] Mr. Chairman, with ull the edu- 
cation, classical, careful and costly, that we give all our 
naval officers at Annapolis, with their 6 years’ course at 
that institution, it is a most humiliating concession to 
have to make to the American people that they are not 

of geing into that institution and teaching suffi- 
cient mathematics for our naval cadets. But professors 
of mathematics are employed from civil life and there- 
by the personnel of the service is increased, the Treas- 
ury Department is depleted, ani the country is taxed 
or their support. Not satisfied with civilians’ compen- 
ation, not satisfied with the pay that is usually given in 
colleges and universities of learning to such professors, 
they come forward and suggest that Congress give them 
the rank of captain, with the pay and emoluments of 
that rank, aud they appear before the mathematical 
classes and the world with a lieutenant’s, captain’s, or 
commander's uniform, pay, allowance, and relative rank. 

There are 16 naval constructors and assistants of va- 

tious relative ranks, from captain to masters. There are 


10 civil engineers, and to this distinguished class of offi- 
cers I desire specially to call the attention of this com- 
mittee. They are called civil engineers, and one of 
:them has the relative rank and pay of a captain in the 
{Navy. Iam credibly informed by an officer high in 
rank in the U. 8. Navy that 6 years ago this highest, 
grandest and first of the civil engineers on this list was 
an ox driver in Norfolk Navy-yard, and was engaged 
in the highly intelligent pursuit of hauling flitch about 
the navy-yard of that place. Iam informed that his 
duty to-day, notwithstanding hisshoulder knots, notwith- 
standing his relative rank of captain inthe Navy or col- 
onel in the Army, is to take care of oxen and see that 
the navy yard is cleaned up. Here are 10 civil engi- 
neers, gas fitters, ox drivers, cleaners up of the navy- 
yards, entered on the U. S. Naval Register, loading it 
down and making it top heavy. 

Of these ten officers, or so-called officers, there is but 
one of them who is performing any of the legitimate 
duties of a civil engineer. Their names are as follows: 
With the relative rank of captain in the Navy, Peter 
C. Asserson ; with the relative rank of commander in 
the Navy, M. T. Endicott and A. J. Menocal ; with the 
relative rank of lieutenant-commander, W. 8. G. White, 
Henry 8. Craven, F. C. Prindle; with the relative rank 
of lieutenant in the Navy, T. C. McCollum, Chris. O. 
Wolcott, Frank O. Maxson, and Robert E. Peary. 

There is but one of these so-called officers of the Navy 
who has anv legitimate duty to perform, and that is 
Wolectt, who is stutioned at Mare Island navy yard, 

California, and is engaged in superintending the building 
of the dry dock at that yard. 

There are 53 boatswains to swell this official personnel 
of the Navy. There are 50 gunners, 54 carpenters, and 

37 sailmakers. There are 40 mates and 335 naval 

cadets. 

Here we have, then, the official personnel of the 

Navy. That it is top-heavy every one must admit. 

That the prunizg-knife ought to be laid in earnest to 
that list everybody that has the good of the service or 
the gooc of the country at heart ought to admit. And 

instead of this bill coming in here to make provision for 

the continuance of the officers, these men who perform 

no duties, who are cumberers of the naval register of 
this country, the Committee on Appropriations ought 

to have brought in a bill to abolish these useless offices. 

There are not five of the boatswains on the whole list of 
fifty who perform any duty at all. Only the gunners 

that are on the training-ships have any duty at all. The 
carpenters on board ship have a carpenter’s mate and 

men under him who perform all the duty. So that if 

the deck needs repairing the executive officer says to 

the carpenter, ‘*I want this deck repaired ;” and the 

carpenter, putting his hands in his pockets, says to the 

carpenter’s mate, ‘‘I want this deck repaired ;”’ and the 
carpenter’s mate calls up a workman from below aad 

says, ‘‘I want that deck repaired.” And so the deck is 
repaired, and the workman reports to the carpenter’s 
mate, and the carpenter’s mate reports to the carpenter 
that the deck is repaired, and the carpenter reports to 
the executive officer, and the executive officer reports 
to the captain, who is delighted beyond measure as he 

receives the message from the executive officer that the 
deck is repaired. And yet this long list of useless offi- 

cers is continued on the Naval Register and they are 
paid without any iustification or excuse on earth. 


Then there are 37 sailmakers, and there is not one of 
them that have performed one particle of duty or is 
ever allowed to do so in the way of making sails. The 
sails are made by civilian foremen who are employed 
to do the work, and these men—the men who hold the 
positions of sailmakers—are simply official figure heads 
who have as their duty the very arduous and life 
abraiding service of drawing their salary. 
I think, sir, whether we build ships or not we ought 
to cut out this dead wood, this useless and unwarranted 
expenditure of money in the payment of officers who 
perform no duty, who have no duty to perform, and 
who are wholly useless. _We must do one of two things. 
We must not only cut off the carpenters and the sail- 
makers and the boatswains and the gunners, but we 
must cut off the pay directors and the pay inspectors 
and some of those high rank chief engineers who cannot 
go to sea at all. 
But I should like to see Congress rise to the occasion 
and make the necessary appropriation to build a navy 
commensurate with our power and dignity as a nation. 
If we had such ships as we need, we would not be com- 
pelled to take off the list any necessary officer. 
This bill proposes various things, and among uthers 
to abolish the grade of commodore. In looking over 
their assignments to duty as they appear in the Register, 
I find that we have twenty-three commodores and that 
there is not one of them performing one solitary parti- 
cle «f sea duty. They have unfortunately too much 
rank to be placed in command of our naval stations; 
they have too much rank to fill any position except that 
of commandant of a Navy-yard. ot one of that num- 
ber cf officers, with the relative rank of brigadier-gene- 
ralof the Army, is doing one solitary day or hour of 
sea service. It is not possible for them to do any ; they 
have too mucb rank. I say, therefore, this cutting out 
of the rank of commodore is a move in the right direc- 
tion. 
But this bill proposes to retire other officer, at certain 
ages mentioned therein. The proposed legislation will 
at once burden the retired list with 34 additional names, 
for no other reason than to satisfy the ambitious long- 
ing of some young officers who consider that their 
advancement does not proceed with sufficient rapidity. 
Can it be said that economy is achieved by retiring from 
active service thus to an enforced idleness officers who 
are now actively engaged on duty which, if not per- 
formed by them, must be done by others? Look for a 
moment at some of the cases of volunteer officers 
affected. 

Lieut.-Commander F. M. Green, aged 47, would be 
retired at once. This officer has been in the service 
nearly 22 years, with but seven months leave of absence 








or waiting orders in all that time. He has had com- 
mand of six scientific surveying expeditions, which have 
received the high commendation not only of our own 
but foreign governments, and from cne of which he has 
just returned to find that as a reward for his good service 
he is to be summarily retired from active service. 

Lieutenant-Commander Thomas Nelson, aged 48, 
after twenty-one years of unblemished and most valua- 
ble service, is now serving actively on board ship in the 
Pacific. His distinguished services are known to every 
naval officer of any standing, and it would be the 
grossest injustice and absurdity to throw away as use- 
less the skilled services of so valuable an officer. 

Lieutenant John F. Merry, aged 43, after nearly 
twenty-one years of active service, with repeated acts 
of gallantry during the war, in which he was desperately 
wounded at Fort Fisher, with constant service in all 
parts of the world since the close of the war, and now 
actively serving on board ship. 

This list is only a specimen of what might be justly 
urged in behalf of the officers we are asked to retire in 
order that young lieutenants who have never seen a shot 
fired in anger may be promoted. 

I think that the naval list may be sufficiently reduced 
by the abolition of the grade of commodore and by the 
application of a retiring rule which is not so sweeping 
ia its character as the one proposed. 

I desire to call the attention of the committee te an- 
other subject, and that is the finishing of the monitors. 
The Committee on Naval Affairs, at their own expense, 
went to the different Navy-yards where these monitors 
are lying (with the exception of the one at Mare Island 
Navy-yard, the Monadnock) and made a personal exa- 
mination of them. That examination was made under 
the direction of some of the brightest and ablest officers 
of the Navy, who were present to aid the sub-committee 
and explain to them those points with which the sub- 
committee were not familiar. 

Now, I am certain that if these monitors are com- 
pleted in accordance with the plan which is likely to be 
adopted by the present naval advisory board, and if the 
deflective armor and the deflective turrets invented by 
Mr. N. B. Clark, a passed assistant engineer of the 
Navy, should be applied to these monitors, they would 
be the best vessels of war of their class afloat. 

The gentleman from Indiana [Mr. Calkins] spoke of 
the speed made by the Miantonomoh. I think if he 
will examine the log-book of that vessel he will find 
that she made more than 10 knots an hour; that she 
made i14 knots an hour on her trip up. He will find 
more, and that. is if she is completed with this deflective 
armor she would be the best ship of her class in the 
world. 

The Puritan is the largest of these vessels. She has 
a beautiful model, and if completed with defiective 
armor and deflective turrets and provided with proper 
engines and machinery, and armed with high-power 
guus, I have no hesitation in saying that she would be 
the best vessel of war of her class in the world. 

It is criminal for Congress to sit here with our coun- 
try in its present defenceless condition and refuse the 
necessary appropriations to complete these monitors. 
Nothing fills the heart of the American citizen with 
more patriotism than a knowledge of the fact that on 
the broad seas there floats a Navy of the United States 
proudly bearing the American flag at its mastheads. It 
makes our country honored at home and abroad. 
REMARKS OF MR. WHITTHORNE OF TENNESSEE. 


Mr. Whitthorne—From the hour of the naval conflict 
between the Monitor and the Merrimac at Norfoli there 
has been more development and progress in naval 
science than almost in any other department of thorght 
or science throughout the world. The fight has been 
going on steadily ever since between aggression and 
resistance, so to speak ; that is, between guns and armor. 
Up to and within a very recent time in the progress of 
this conflict the advantage has been with aggression, or 
with guns. But I beg gentlemen who will give a mo- 
ment of thought to this question to turn their minds to 
recent experiments made at Spezzia, where it has been 
shown for the first time that armor has the advantage. 
That experiment, Mr. Chairman, was this: A test with 
the improved guns and the improved shot was made 
against steel plates, the manufacture of three of the first 
firms in the world, Brown and Co. and Cammell! and Uo. 
of England, and the Creuzot Company, of France. 
These were vertical plates of steel, with heavy backing 
and well bolted. Against these plates the improved 
heavy ordnance was brought into play, and I submit that 
it was demonstrated by that experiment that the power 
of resistance obtained the victory. 

Mr. Mills—What was the thickness of these plates ? 
Mr. Whitthorne—About eighteen inches. That which 
I desire to call the attention of the committee to is this: 
These being vertical plates, this being demonstrated, we 
have an able and accomplished American inventor who 
has recently brought to the attention of the country 
what is known as defective steel armor. I refer to the 
invention of Assistant Engineer N. B. Clarke, now on 
the retired list. I submit for the consideration of gen- 
tlemen if these experiments at Spezzia, under the 
authcrity and conducted by officers of the Italian Gov- 
ernment. have shown the results I have stated, then 
with deflective steel urmor the day of aggression, so far 
as the gun is concerned, is well nigh numbered. I sub- 
mit, then, to the careful thought and study of gentle- 
men charged with the military defence of our coasts, if 
these resuits are true, whet may not be accomplished by 
steel-cased forts, so to term them ? 

In view of these recent experiments, in view of the 
accomplished facts I haze stated, I am free to say that 
not only in regard to the American Navy, but in regard 
to all the navies of the world, their inefficiency and 
weakness are demonstrated. I tell my friend from Indi- 
ana [Mr. Calkins] that the days of the style of vessels 
known as Puritan and Miantonomoh are numbered. 





They belong to the P t in comparison with present 
improved naval vessels, And I say now, with these 
improvements and developments in the scieuce of naval 
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warfare, the power of the English navy, of the French 
navy, and of the German navy pale before that of the 
few vessels of the Italian navy. 

The special weakness of the American Navy is this: 
First I name the ordnance of the American Navy. 
We have no guns ; and why I say no guns I will explain 
in a moment. 

In the second place, we have no vessels of any speed. 
In the third place, we have no armored vessels fit to 
cope with the weakest naval power known te the his- 
tory of the world. Now, I mention right in that con- 
nection that we may take the Miantonomoh and the 
Puritan and before the guns of the Chinese gunboat 
they could not protect themselves or give protection to 
our cities and coast, but would be merely as driftwood. 
None of our vessels built or proposed to be built could 
withstand an attack from any one of the naval powers. 
Our cities would be at their mercy except for one thing. 
Nature has done much for America. Nature protects 
our coasts against the heavy vessels of the world. 
Our resources afford the other protection; and the 
capacity and the great power that belongs to America 
always tu prove herself equal to any emergency, as well 
as the knowledge of this fact by the world, affords us 
security—the Navy of itself plays no part. Peace now 
prevails. I for one trust that it shall always be the 
inheritance of our people. But yet the careful student 
of the struggles of mankind must know that peace is 
not the constant inheritance of any people; hence we 
should be ready for defence. Besides, we vwe some- 
thing to our commerce. We owe something to the 
protection of onr coasts. What shall be done? We 
cannot go, and ought not to attempt to go, to the extent 
of any large armaments. It is contrary to the policy, 
to the theory, and to the genius of our Government ; 
and in view, Mr. Chairman, of what has been done in 
the last decade of years, the immense improvements 
that have been made, which I have barely referred to, 
what is the proper policy and course for the people of 
the United States ? 

It is, in my judgment, that of liberal expenditures in 
the way of experiments. We need speed; we need 
guns, and we need armor. Shall we build a large num- 
ber of vessels at once in order to get these things? In 
my judgment, no. Practical common sense would say, 
make your experiments first to illustrate the question 
of speed. Make your experiments first and build your 
guns in your own factorics. Make your experiments in 
the third plnce, to demonstrate the full power and effect 
of steel-clad armor. Make these. The opportunities, 
as I shall presently refer to, are offered by the inven- 
tion of the distinguished gentleman to whom I have 
but a moment ago alluded. 

It is alleged, avd in that fact I agree, that the Navy 
so far as its personnel is concerned is top-heavy. ‘There 
are too many officers for the number of vessels. That 
is true, but certainly it is not through the fault of the 
brave and gallant officers of the Navy that there are no 
vessels for them to gotosea upon. Now the effect, I 
submit, of the proposed changes in this Lill is to disturb 
the harmony of the service, to breed jealousies and to 
promote favoritism, to increase the retired list, and to 
enhance the pay of the Navy. 

It is proposed to abolish the rank of commodore. 
For one I aw. free to say, sir, that I regard the rank as 
somewhat anomalous and out of place in our service. I 
think it should be got rid of gradually; and I believe 
that the rank of commodore should be known only in 
the special instance of cases where a senior captain or a 
captain is called upon to command a squadron. When 
in that condition and for that period the rank shou!d be 
known in that case only. And that provision should be 
made with reference te the Navy-yard, because it ex- 
pedites and harmonizes the business of the yards. 

Now, we have this proposition to select rear-admirals: 
After having abvlished the rank of commodore to select 
by a board to be appointed by the Vresident, who de- 
signates from the rank of captain or commodore a given 
number from whom the President appoints the rear- 
admiral to be promoted. I do not fancy boards or com- 
missions much, and in the naval service they have been 
singularly unfortunate. But, Mr. Chairman, J will read 
for the purpose of calling the attention of my colleague 
from the State of Tennessee to it, who is a member of 
the Committee on Appropriations, a provision of the 
bill. It is provided— 

That the senior commodore over whom a junior in rank is thus 
promoted may upon his own application be placed upon the re- 
tured list with the rank of rear-admiral. 

It is, in my judgment, Mr. Chairman, a little singu- 
lar, I submit, that when a-board has founda gentle- 
man not fit for the rank of rear-admiral, you shall, 
upon a showing of his incompetency, promote him to 
the retired Jist as the rank of rear-admiral. Assuming 
that there are twenty commodores now, as it will be 
under the act of the last Congress—twenty commodores 
upon the register—now, suppose a captain is selected 
and promoted to admiral; may not under this provision 
every commodore have the right to be retired as a rear- 
admiral? Why should the first commodore on the list 
have the right and not the second and third and so on? 
is not the reason the same in each instunce ? 

I submit these methods of selection and premotion 
and retiring are far-reaching in their efforts. They will 
tend, in my judgment, to demoralize the service. When 
I say this the committee will mot understand me as not 
being opposed to the gradual abolition of the rank of 
commodore. 

The first provision in regard to retirement is a re- 
quirement of sea service. Now, every other thing being 
right, that is a step in the right direction. But, the 
committee ought to exercise caution, so that when an 
officer desires sea service and is ertitled to it he shall 
have it. I have known of instances where partics 
claimed at least that they were entitled to sea service, 
and say they have year after year demanded it of the 
Secretary of the Navy; but from partiality or prejudice 
that demand was not complied with. Let the regula- 

tion of this be legai; let it be regular; let it be impar- 
tial. When that is done the theory here is correct. 


I observe that this requirement of sea service applies 
to the lieutenant, to the lieutenant-commasder, and to 
the commander. Why does it not apply to the captain 
just as well? Why are captains left out ? 

The other proposition is that you shall retire officers 
at certain ages; you shall retire a captain at the age of 
55; a commander at the age of 51; a lieutenant com- 
mander at the age of 47; a lieutenant at the age of 45. 
It is not said he ‘‘may be” retired, but ‘‘shall be” retired. 
Is it right that in the present condition of your naval 
registry, men who have been waiting patiently for their 
hour of promction should be retired in this way? You 
have said the officers of the Army shall be retired at 
given ages; the General, the Lieutenant General and the 
major general shall be retired at a given age. You have 
said that the rear admiral of the Navy shall be retired 
at the age of 62. Why do you take the subordinate 
lieutenant who has reached the age of 45 years andcause 
the guillotine to fall upon him and his fortune? Does 
the brain cease to act and the body to perform its func- 
tions at 45? It will apply with peculiar hardship to the 
line officer of the Navy, who at that age can not go out 
in the world and make for himself avother occupation 
or profession. It is unjust to make it compulsory. Do 
these provisions of the bill referring to promotion and 
retirement apply to the staff uf the Navy or not? 

Mr. Atkins and Mr. Butterworth—No; they do not. 

Mr. Whitthorne--Why, then, gentlemen, do you make 
this discrimination at the expense of tae line officer of 
the Navy? 

Mr. Atkins—Because staff officers are never in com- 
mand of a ship at all. 

Mr. Butterworth—Officers enter the service in the 
staff much later in life than in the line—at 21, 23 or 25, 
while in the line they enter much earlier. But so far as 
that is concerned, I am in favor of putting them on the 
same footing, or at least of opening a flow of promotion 
in the staff. Under the provisions of this bill and the 
last bill the lieutenant in the Pay Department will get 
no promotion inside of 20 years in some cases, and in 
other cases in not less than 40 years. 

Mr. Whitthorne—I will ask my friend from Ohio if 
he is not aware of the fact that the staff, when it comes 
to a question of rank, gets the benefit of six years to off- 
set what the line officer has in his six years in the Acad- 
emy? And does not my friend know when the line offi- 
cer gets the benefit of these six years that it gives him 
that much leverage in passing from the rank of lieuten- 
ant to that of lieutenant commander; and if the staff 
officer enters at a higher age thau the lieutenant he gets 
it back’there again, so to speak ? 

How many men in the different ranks named will be 
placed on the retired list within the next 5 or 10 years? 
Can the committee answer? And yet this House ought 
to know before they pass this wholesale provision. You 
propose to go on increasing the retired list until you 

will bring the Navy, in its personnel as well as in its 
material, into reproach before the country. The country 
now stands, as I may say, appalled at the fact tkat in 
this bill you appropriate over $700,000 for the support 
of men on the retired list who do nothing. And yet you 
propose to increase that retired list, and after increasing 
it you do not diminish the number of officers on the ac- 
tive list. When any criticism 1s made upon the provi 
sions in this bill the suggestion is thrown out that some 
means ef reformation ought to be proposed. I reply 
that among other things it is suggested that we pause 
with tie Naval Academy for 5 or 10 years, or in some 
other manner diminish the number of naval cadets and 
stop the flow of officers into the service long enough to 
do justice to those who are already in the service. 

I now pass to notice the material of the Navy. It is 
set forth that the total estimates, of the Navy Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1884, were 
$23, 388,887.54, and that the total amount recommended 
by the bill from the Committee on Appropriations for 
that fiscal year is $15,209,100.23. When members 
come to look at the appropriations in this bill they will 
find that instead of there being only $15,000,000, they 
will find that the Committee on Appropriations have 
recommended measures herein which, with the direct ap- 
propriations, will involve an expenditure of ever $23,- 

100 In the report which accompanies the Dill, 
which I have before me, is embraced some of the esti- 
mates of the Navy Department, and among them is one 
for the increase of the Navy, $7,045,000. The report 
also states that the sum recommended to be appropriated 
for that purpose is $1,700,000. 

Now is that true in fact? Does the bill stop at the 
total amount of appropriation of $15,000,000? Does it 
mean to stick in the woed or in the bark, and authorize 
contracts to be made which the next Democratic House 
will be called on to appropriate money for es a defi- 
ciency or otherwise? 

Mr. Hiscock—If the gentleman will look at the esti- 
mates of the Advisory Board he will find precisely the 
amount which it will cost to build these vessels. 

Mr. Whitthorne—Ay, and it is because I have looked 
at that report that I have discovered you have not in 
this bill appropriated a sufficient amount for that pur- 

ose. 
. Mr. Hiscock—Oh, no; there is nothing concealed 
here. We say very distinctly and explicitly we have 
not intended to appropriate all of the money necessary to 
build these vesselsg We intended only to appropriate 
such money as can be expended during the next fiscal 
ear. 

“ Mr. Whitthorne—Then during the next Congress of 
the United States we are to be held responsible for these 
contracts. And these vessels are to be built—where? 
The provis? says that he shall utilize the national navy- 
yards for that purpose. Sir, I appeal to the distin- 
guished chairman of the Committee on Naval Affairs, 
to the gentleman from Massachusetts [Mr. Harris}, and 
ask him to answer before this committee whether the 
Navy-yards of the United States are in a condition to 
fill any of the requirements to build any of these steel 
vessels ? 

Mr. Harris, of Massachusetts—Will the gentleman 








from Tennessee vote to appropriate all of the money at 


this session of Congress necessary to finish the cruisers 
named in this bill, because I propose to do that ? 

Mr. Whitthorne—I will answer my friend candidly 
and frankly, that he knows now that the work cannot 
be done at the Navy-yards in their present condition. 
It will take a large sum of money to do that. I will 
say that I will vote to build one steel cruiser of the size 
determined at the last session, one of 4,000 tons dis- 
placement, one 2,500 tons displacement, and a steel ram 
or two. 1 will vote for a despatch boat and for a tor- 
pedo boat. 

Mr. O’Neill—Let me ask the gentleman, in view of 
what he has stated, where he would have thoge vessels 
built—whether in the navy yards of the country or in 
private shipyards ? 

Mr. Whitthorne—I have stated to my friend [ am in 
favor of a good and proper bill providing for the build- 
ing of these vessels by contract, but not at our navy 


yards. 

_Mr. O’Neill—It appears to me the provisions of this 
bill in respect to these monitors are guing rapidly to the 
end of closiug the navy yards of the country and put- 
ting them in the possession of covtractors as the place 
where they may build their ships. That is my objection 
to this section. The bill is in the line of closing the 
navy yards of the United States where many of these 
vessels could be properly built, and giving up those 
navy yards to the use of private contractors. Let the 
Government be protected in making contracts for these 
experimental vessels, and I think it can, for we have 
the statement of one of the distinguished shipbuilders 
of this country, who says, in substance, if the Govern- 
ment will give him the contract, he wi.l undertake to 
build a steel or iron a a 17 knot speed. 
Ireferto Mr. Ganze, of Wilmington. But no such 
vessels as that are proposed to be built here. You are 
making an experiment. All of your steel cruisers that 
you propose here are simply experiments, and for one I 
would not trust this work to your navy yards and pay 
all the cost of failure. I would protect the Govern- 
ment, and seek, while makiog the experiments, the 
highest ability, engineering skill, and constructive talent 
of the country. And in doing so I would avail myself 
of the skill of an American citizen, for I believe that 
the solution of this armor question is to be solved by 
the genius, the perseverance and the skill of that distin- 
guished officer now on the retired list, Passed Assistant 
Engineer Clark. I believe his invention and genius 
will determine the question, and in that way I would 
be as liberal in appropriations for this service as the 
gentleman from Massachusetts desires to be. 

Mr. Dezendorf—It is practically useless, Mr. Chairman, 
for us to talk about building vessels by contract when we 
make appropriations by piecemeal, as we have been doing 
for the last twenty years. ‘I'he vessels recommended by this 
committee to be built will cost $5,000,000; yet we find our 
Appropriations Committee recommending an appropriation of 
$1,500,000, to which is added the unexpended balance of 
last year’s appropriation, which will amount perhaps, at the 
end of the fiscal year, to $200,000 or $300,000. ow, Mr. 
Chairman, for one, as a rember of the Naval Committee, I 
am tetally opposed to further action of this kind. If we 
intend to build ships, let us give the Secretary of the Navy 
the money with which to build thew. lf we intend to build 
them by contract, let us say 80, and appropriate the money 
necessary therefor. If the Secretary of the Navy is to be 
confined to the amount of money appropriated in this bill, 
then I insist, as a matter of economy and as a matter of jus- 
tice to the people of this country, that these ships shoul i be 
built in our navy yards. 

I heard some gentlemen on the other side of the House 
ask whether the navy yards of this country are prepared to 
build these ships. ‘lo them I make this answer: The chief 
naval constructor says that with an appropriation of $150,- 
000 for tools and plant we can build these ships in the navy 
yards already owned by the Government. So far as the 
Norfolk navy yard is concerned, I undertake to say that with 
an appropriation of $50,000 for extra tools any ship which 
the Secretary of the Navy may recommend to be built can be 
built there. 

Now, sir, as to the matter of retirement. As 1 understand 
the provisions of this bill, they will after a few years virtually 
put out of the service all the volunteer officers. I think that 
justice should be done to the volunteer oflicers both of the 
Army and of the Navy. 

I happen to kuow one or two volunteer officers this bill 
will after a few years put out of the service, because I know, 
and I think every gentleman on this floor knows, after a few 
years this retired list will have become so large that it will 
be found necessary to cut off a portion of it. I therefore 
hope, sir, that on the final passage of this bill some attention 
will be shown to those olticers who deserve well of their 
country. : 

Something has been said here about bureaus and about 
the different bureaus of the Navy Department. I undertake 
to say, sir, that bureaus are of just as much importance to 
the proper organization of the Navy Department of this 
Government, or any other government as the committees of 
this house are to the House itself. They have just exactly 
the same relation to it. So far from seeing that bureau done 
away with, I intena to introduce an amendment to this bill 
putting a civil eugineer in charge of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks. The duties of that bureau come legitimately under 
the direction of a civil engineer. 

In reference to the ironc!uds. Iam in favor of completing 
all the ironclads, not one of them, but all of them. I believe 
the time has come when, if we need cruisers, we will also need 
something for harbor defence. 

Some geutlemen have asked why not take this mene ont 
apply it to the building of coast fortifications? The day of 
fortifications is past, practically, forever. What we need 
now is swift cruisers to go to sea, and the ironclads, arm 
vessels for harbor and coast defence. 

A great deal has been said about these ironclads now in an 
unfinished condition. I have heard it asserted upon this 
floor in times past that they would not float ; that they were 
practically useless ; that it was money thrown away to appro- 
priate for them any more. What is the result? Why they 
have been launched and they do float, and they have shown 
more free-board than the bill callsfor. I e to say 
that if completed, with the deflective armor of Passed Assis- 
tant Eugineer Clark, they will be the most formidable vessela 
that float upon any waters. 

And right here I desire to say a word simply by way of 
repctition of what I before said last session, that we Love the 
port of San Francisco practically at the mercy of that little 
power called Chili. She oan come in there and levy tribute 





or burn down the town and demand her millions, and we 
have not a vessel that could standin her way. Now, one of 
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the ronclads is at the Mare Island navy yard, and I think 
the essel ought to be completed at once. Why should not 
w oit? The revenues for one single week of this nation 
in .s present condition will build ali the ships the committee 
call for, and we ought to appropriate the money to do it, not 
by piocemesl. 

I believe, Mr. Chairman, that we ought to adopt the system 
of defiective armor if the experiments prove it to be as valu- 
able as I believe it will be. I think we ought to appropriate 
money for torpedoes of American manufacture. 

AMENDMENTS DEBATED. 

On the 22d the debate continued. 

Mr. Bicuut—Mr, Chairman, gentlemen are mistaken when 
they attribute the failure of this House to consider proposi- 
tions to increase the Navy of the United States to our rules. 
It is competont for the House to co sider such measures 
when in the judgment of the House they see fit to do so, 
The rules offer ia such cases no obstruction to legislation. 
The difficulty arises from another cause. It arises from the 
want of any necessity for a — Navy in this country. 
There is no apprehension of danger in the minds of our 
| my which: would tolerate anytning like the expenditures 

‘or a Navy which we find in some of the maritime countries 
of the world. Four myself I am opposed to the idea in this 
free country of maguifying the Army or the Navy. The 
people of the country have an intuitive conception of their 
wants. Whenever our situation shall change, whenever 
danger shall come by reason of inetlicient organization, either 
of the Army or the Navy, the great heart and head of the 
American people will respond, as they have done in the 
past, to the exigencies of the occasion and supply all the 
nece-sities. We have discussed the policy of reducing the 
uumber of Navy officers time and again, but from various 
disagreements the solution of the question has not beon 
reached. It was the good opportunity of the gentlemaa in 
charge of this bill to have suggested and to have found both 
sides of the House co-operating with him in the reduction of 
the nuaaber of officers in the Navy. But this reduction has 
not gone far enough. The reductions are small compared 
with the great excess that we now have. But about one- 
third of the officers of the Navy can be employed at sea. 
We have for years permitted a statute to remain on our 
books which has sent candidates from the Congressional 
districts to the Naval Academy the cadets graduating and 
coming in to increase the already great surplus of otticers; 
and while we arraign the organization of the Navy, with its 
excess of officers of the staff and line, it is but just to say 
that the rea! fault is also largely in the unwillingness on the 

of Representatives themselves to give up the privilege 
they epjoy of appointing cadets from their several! districts. 
I should be gratified, Mr. Chairman, if the present bill not 
only abolished the office of commodore but of rear admiral 
also. The offices of admiral aud vice admiral expire, I 
under our statute, with the life of the present 
incumbents. Prior to the war we had no such office. The 
highest grade was that of captain. Now we have eleven 
rear admirals and twenty-five commodores. The number of 
officers is not so largely increased over what it was before 
the war as are the rank and emoluments of the position, 
We onght to reduce the higher grade—they are but what 
have been left of the war—lumiting the position to the life of 
the present iocumbents. I think we ought to go back to 
ante bellum periods in the matter of ofticers of the Navy. 
‘The system answered our purposes well then and will do so 

B. 


Now, I fini that the gentleman frem New Jersey, in pro 
viding for sea service in his bill, directs that no lieutenant, 
unlezs he sbali bave seen six years’ sorvice at sea as a heu- 
tenant, shall be deemed fit to be promoted. In the British 
service only two years are required. No commander, says 
this bill, shall be promoted unless he shall have seen three 
years’ service at sea in command of a United States vessel or 
vessels. The Eoglizsh regulations provide simply for one 
year of service. The effect, Mr. Chairman, of this is to 
postpone beyond au age at which these gentlemen are most 
eflicient the time of their promotion. They take all the 
disadvantage which comes from the error of overloading 
the personnel of the Navy. 

But [ find the gentleman, when it comes to the matter of 
promoting the captain, abolishes the office of commodore 
and directs promotions to rear-admiral to be made from the 
present grades of commodore and captain, and as to captain 
there is no qualitication as to sea service. Why is this? Why 
do you take a captain and make hima officer and provide 
that he may be promoted without any reference to sea ser- 
vice? All the lower grades you carefully guard; but when 
you come to the most important appointment you fail to re- 
quire qualifications as te sea service. Why is it that m the 
matter of the promotion of a captain in our Navy the gentle- 
man from New York bas not seen fit to follow the very wise 

icy of the British government in the matter of requiring 
her sea service for persons to be promoted to flag officers 
thao in other branches of the service ? 

The gentleman has said that the reason for that lies in the 
fact that we do not have any vessels suitable for captains. 
Now the Navy list shows that we have had some captains at 
sea, andif we have had a portion we might have had more. 
If we have no vessels for captains, if they cannot obtain the 
qualification by sea service p to make admirals of 
them, why this favoriti*em to them and this harshness to 
others? Why not rather abolish the office of captain, if you 
have no place for them in the sea service ? 

The gentieman is content to adopt the seniority rule in the 
lower grade, but when he comes to the promotion of cap- 
tains he provides for the appointment of three officers by the 

of the Navy, who shall name the three officers, 
select five names to be presented to the President of the 
United States, and the President from that number shall 
select one for flag officer. 

The Secretary of the Navy takes the initiative in the exer- 
cise of this power. Is he a partisan ? Would he be influenced 
iu the promotioa of an official by political considerations ? 
Would be in the selection of his three rear-admirals be able 
to have it understood who was bis favorite in the list of 
commodores ? Would it be possible that the board should 
select in their nominations sume favorite of the Secrelary of 
the Navy? Would it be possibie that this man thus presen- 
ted in the list might be disqualitied upon any idea of his hay- 
ing sea service? Would it be possible that such a man might 
be selected by the President of the United States and placed 
upon this service ? 

Agaio, sir, the class of men in the American Navy is of a 
high order. Theze men have gone from the several Con- 
gressional districts by competitive examination into your 
academy. Wen they have passed that test they have gone 
into the regular service. They feel under the guarantees of 
the present regulations that political power canno* touch 
them. The manly sentiments of their nature are ever su 
a i them. It is an arm of the public 

ence, and I would do nothing which by any possibility 
would make that body of men feel their promotions are in 
any wise to be affected by political power. In the matter of 
qualification of sea service, who is there among the members 
this floor who have had much length of service and come 





‘captains, who have complained bitterly their life was one of 


idleness, and they did not have a fair share in the matter of 
sea service. Aud when you hang their qualification for pre- 
ferment on the will of a political Secretary of the Navy, not 
on any board cf admiralty constructed after the English sys- 
tem, with the public eye of pride looking on it and watching 
its administration, when you submit, I say, the sea service 
as & qualification to a political Secretary of the Navy, does 
not every officer ia the Navy, with his ambition and his de- 
sire for advancement, feel at once that pylitical power may 
damn him in spite of any effort of his own ? 

It has been said we ought to have this rule in the Army. 
I wish, Mr. Chairman, that in time of peace it were there, 
and the complaints which have run over this country about 
preneiions in the Army would not now be felt. I wonld if 

had the power, sir, keep this Army small, but I would place 
the officers of the Army aud Navy both beyond the reach of 
any political influence, 

Mr. Robeson—I desire to offer an amendment from the 
committee to the section for pay of the Navy: ‘ On page 2, 
line 23, strike out the word ‘nineteen’ and insert ia lieu 
thereof the word ‘twenty; and change the total of the fig- 
ures so as to read * $3,940,800.’"” 

This is merely to comply with the existing law. 

The amendment was agreed to. [The number of assistant 
psymasters is made 20 instead of 19.] 

Mr. Kaott—lI offer this amendment : 


Amend by inserting, afte: the word “midshipmen,”’ in line 13, 
page 2 of the bill, the following: ‘‘The title of which grade is 
hereby changed to that of ensign, andthe midshipmen now-on the 
list shall constitute a junior grade of ensigns, havipg the same 
rank and pay as now provided by law for midshipmen; but pro- 
motions to and from said grade shall be under the same reguia- 
tions and requirements as now provided by law for promotions 
to and from the grade of midshipmen; and nothing herein con- 
tained shall be so construed as to increase the pay now allowed 
by law to any officer of said grade or any officer of relative rank.” 


Mr. Robeson—I have no objection to that. 

Mr. Knott—There is also auother amendment of the same 
character with reference to masters, the title of which grade 
is changed to that of lieutenant. 

I simply desire to say these amendments accord, as I un- 
derstand, with the views of the Department and also mvet 
the approbation of the committee. They do not increase 
the expenses of the Navy a solitary cent, but make the service 
more homogeneous so far as rank is concerned. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Thomas—I offer the amendment : 


After the word “bureau,”’ in line 10, insert the following: 
“Provided, That said chiefs of bureaus shall receive no addition»! 
rank or pay over and above their regular rank or relative rank 
in the line or staff of the Navy by reason of being chiets of bu- 
reaus.”’ 


Mr. Thomas—Chief officers of the different bureaus are 
necessary so long as the present bureau system obtains. That 
the system might be wiped out I wish from the bottom of 
my heart. Iam sure there never has been any scheme or 
device invented by man that har brought upon this country 
so much wastefulness of money a'.d such achaotic system of 
affairs as the present bureau system. The ingenuity of man 
seems to have been tortured to its last point to invent some 
means of securing additional pay and additional rank with- 
out performing any increased or additional duty. I think it 
is time for us to call a halt. 

Mr. Robeson—And I think it would be the poorest economy 
to say to these chiefs of bureaus, who to the number of eight 
regulate all the business of the service as lieutenants of the 
Secretary and of the President, that they shall report, come 
here to Washington, live in an expensive place, and have no 
pay except the pay which belongs to their rank on shore 
duty. If there is to be a reorganization of the bureau sys- 
tem upon some settled and detinite plan, I should be willing 
to enter upon its consideration. But so long as that system 
remains, with its requirements under the law as it now stands, 
I should think it was very bad legislation to strike recklessly 
at the means of support and maintenance which are neces- 
sary for those officers, 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Amendments reducing the number of cadets to be appoiat- 
ed were rejected. 

Mr. Knott—I move to amend by insevting at the end of 
line 3L: “Officers of the Medical, Pay and Engineer Corps 
shall receive same pay as is now allowed by law under similar 
circumstances to officers of the line, with whom such officers 
respectively hold relative rank, and no more.” 

There is a most glaring disparity between the pay of line 
ofticers and the compensation of staff officers ef the same 
rank ; commanders in the staff corps are receiving the same 
pa allowed to commodcres inthe line, This disparity en- 
tails upon the Government an unnecessary expense of $110,- 
000 a year, which we ought to save. 

This is simply a business proposition. If we desire to save 
this amount of money, the enactment of this proposition into 
a law will affect that saving. If we want to put a stop to 
the eternal bickering which I am told is going on between 
oflicers of the respective staff corps and officers of the line, 
this will have a tendency to puta stop to that unpleasant 
state of things. 

Mr. Harris, of Mass.—I rise te oppose the amendment. I 
am sorry this amendment introduces into this House that 
fight between the line and staff of the Navy which has been 
and which I suppose will continue to be, one of the great 
disturbing elements in that branch of the service. This 
amendment does not originate in any dispusition to cut down 
the pay of the staff, but in the hope ultimately of raising the 
pay of the line. It is not, as I understand it, for the purpose 
of equalizing the pay of the line and the pay of the staff, 
but it is striking a blow at the staff only. 

While I might be willing to revise this whole subject of pay 
and equalize the pay of the officers of the Navy, yet it seems 
to me that before I entered upon that work I would refer the 
subject to some committee of this House, in order that it 
might be brought before the House in some bill which had 
been carefully considered and prepared. The rank of these 
officers is determined on principles different from those 
which determine the rank of line officers, and therefore there 
is manifest injustice, absolute wrong, in determining their 
pay by a criterion which does not equally apply to them. We 
can not afford to make them higher shan captains, and we 
can hardly ever afford to send the captains to sea, because if 
they went they might as oy rank their commanding 
officers. Thus the policy of the regulations of the service 
and the laws governing it keep them down in the lower ranks. 
While they receive higher pay than their mere rank on ac- 
count of increased service in it, they do not receive any 
higher pay than they would have had if the lapse of time 
had taken them to the higher rank, which, under other con- 
ditions they would have attained. 

Mr. Knott—I desire to say to my friend from Massachu- 
setts [Mr. Harris], who seems to deprecate bringing upon 
this floor a fight between the line and the staff, that no line 
officer has asked me to take any step that I am ny ry to 
take in this matter. I have not been importuned by a soli- 
tary line officer in regard to any position which I assume. 
Probably it+is not any violation of confidence to say that I 
have been appealed to by gentlemen of the staff, ‘For God’s 


sake, don’t cut down our pay at the rate of $500 a year.” I 
wish to say, iu my own justification, that I propose this 
; amendment in good faith, as being demanded by the best in- 
‘terests of the country—as being called for by the all-preva- 
lent ery of retrenchment and economy. 
A great deal of stress has been laid upon the fact that 
these poor, down trodden officers can go no higher than the 
‘grade of captain in the service. Now, carry into effect the 
| provisions of this bill and make your promotions to the grade 
of rear admiral by selection, and let me ask how many lieu- 
tenants will ever get to the grade of captain? Strike down 
your commodores and have your rear admirals appointed by 
selection, how many of the fifty captains now in the live wil 
ever see the promised land of rear admiral? There is prob- 
ably not a lieutevant living now who will reach that grade, 
and certainly uot a master who will get beyond that grade. 

The amendment was not agreed to. 

The debate continued on the 23d, the subject under discus- 
sion being an amendment offered by Mr. Calkins and sub- 
stitutes by other gentlemen with reference to the Paymasters’ 
Corps, the amendment of Mr. Calkius being: 


Provided, Tuat when vacancies occur hereafter in the Pay- 
masters’ Corps there shall be no original appointments to fill such 
vacancies; but promotions may bs made according to existing reg- 
ulations from those remaining in said corps. Officers in the line 
shall be detailed to perform the duties of paymasters, under the 
same rules and reguiatious as are now required of paymasters; 
but such oflicers shall not be entitled to increased compensation 
in consequence of performing such duties. 


Mr. Calkins—One word with reference to the amendment 
[ have offered, I design by it simply to stop appointments 
in the pay corps uutil that c_rps shail exhaust itself, and to 
provide that officers of the line shall be detailed to perform 
that service. That is all I design by my amendment. 

Mr. Thomas—If the House would wipe out all the proposed 
new legislation contained in the bill now under consideration, 
Iam sure there is not a member of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs who will come forward with a solitary proposition to 
change existing law in regard to the naval service. But 
we are compelled to look after the interest of the naval 
establishment, to see that it is put on an equal and just 
footing, when measures are attempted here which will work 
the greatest possible hardship on some branches of the sery- 
ice while it advances the iaterests of other branches. 

Mr. Robeson—We have attacked no corps of the Navy ; 
we have sought to lessen the pay of no oflicer, no corps, no 
class in the Navy. We have,only proposed the abolition of a 
single rank, and we also propose in this bill certain condi- 
tions which I think everybody will admit ought to be imposed 
upon promotions in the Navy. 

The amendment of Mr, Calkins was agreedto. An amend- 
ment of Mr. Knott, relating to the Engineer Corps, was 
rejected. 

An amendment cf Mr. Calkins that there shall be no 
furtber promotions to medical directors until the grade is 
reduced to one, and of medical inspectors to six, was 
defeated; and an amendment of Mr. Parker, giving to officers 
of receiving and naval training ships the same pay and ra-— 
tions ason sea service was ruled out on a point of order. 

A point of order was made against the paragraph of the 
bill in regard to promotions and the previso respecting re- 
tirements. 

Mr. Calkins—I make the point of order against all that 
part of the paragraph beginning with line 43, ‘‘And no 
ofticer shall in time of peace,” etc., down to and including 
the last of the paragraph as a whole. Aud I make the point 
of order against each of the appropriations separately, that 
they change existing law and increase expenditure. 

Mr. Robeson —It is admitted that this provision of ,the bill 
changes existing law, but it does reduce expenditures, be- 
cause it retires them at an earlier aye, giving them a less 
pay—I am speaking now right down to the facts of the case 
—giving them less pay than if they remuined on the list of 
active officers until they reach the age of 62 years. 

The point of order was sustained except as to the proviso. 

Mr. Calkins—If this bill is enacted into law you swell the 
retired list by adding these men to it and fill their places by 
promotion, which increases the expenditures of the Goverr- 
ment in so far as it swells the retired list. And that appears 
upon the face of the provision. There is no escape from if. 
Henco I lodge the point of order against both of these prop- 
ositions jointly, and if it shall be overruled I shall lodge the 
point of order against each separately for the same reason. 

Mr. Calkins—Now I move to strike out the proviso. 

Mr. Robeson—I offer this amendment : 


Provided, That until the limit of the reduction in the line 
which was fixed by act of August 5, 1882, is reached, when apy 
commodore shall reach the age of 60 years, any captain the age of 
55 years, any commander the age of 51 years, any lieutenant com- 
mander the age of 47 years, or any lieutenant the age of 45 years, 
he shall be retired by the Presiaent from active service and shall 
go upon the retired list of the Navy as of the grade held by him 
at the date of his retirement, under the same conditions as if he 
had been retired for physical disability incur:.d in the line of 
duty. 


Mr. Hiscock—In the naval appropriation act of last year 
it was provided that the Jine of the Navy should be redaced 
in the aggregate to 115; that there should be a reduction of 
4 rear admirals, 15 commodores, 5 captains, 5 commanders, 
6 lieutenant commanders, 30 lieutenants, 25 masters and 25 
ensigns. This reduction could only be made by a failure to 
promote from the lower grades to vacancies occurring in the 
superior grades. The present provision means simply that, 
im aid of the reduction provided in the act of last year, offi- 
cers of those different grades shall be retired at certain ages. 
The only effect is to reduce the line more speedily to the lim- 
its fixed by the act of last year. 

Mr. Holman—All men agree that our Navy has too many 
Officers, and the Army likewise. There is no difference of 
opinion upon that point; and the pride with which the Amer- 
ican people contemplate their Army and Navy does not result 
from a desire to carry out the policy by which either shall be 
enlarged unnecessarily and unwisely, and the Treasury there- 
by depleted without rendering any service to the public. 

here is no gentleman, I trust, in the Army or Navy who 
holds his place without considering it as an honor to belong 
to the service, without regard to pecuniary considerations. 
And I feel confideut, Mr. Chairman, from the tone of senti- 
ment universally pervading the Democratic party in its 
past history and at the present time, will cheerfully take 
up the line of retrenchment and reform which it began when 
it was da power in this Government, and which in some de- 
gree is shown here, and carry it out to its proper results. 

Mr. Curtin—I shall vote against the whole section. But 
inasmuch as the section appears to be oppressive on officers 
of the Navy, I thought it might be well to exempt those who 
served gallantly in the late war from its oppressive opera- 
tion. I have an amendment which I offer : 

After the word “‘ retirement,”’ insert : 

“ Provided also, That officers of the Navy who served in the 
late civil war shall be exempt from the provisions of this section.’’ 

If your navy is top-heavy do not fall on your officers, who 
are innocent of the statesmanship and foresight which humil- 
iate our Government by the absence of ships to employ them 
and who served you gallantly in all your wars; for remember, 





when your Capitol was burned, when your army surrendered 
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in Canada, when your coasts were ravished by the enemy in 
the war of 1812, a few gallant, great, and glorious sailors im- 
provised a navy, went on the high seas, brought our country 


into consequence by their wonderful success, illustrated their | 
valor on the decks of their ships, and lowered the flag of the | 


proudest nation in the world. We are not exempt from the 
destiny of nations. A war may come again; and in the 
uncertainty of huwan affairs who can tell when ? 

Mr. Robeson—Now, gentlemen, the whole question is this, 
and you may as well decide it; it is of no iuterest to me: 
Do you want a navy of old gentlemen or do you want a navy 
of young, active men ? That is all there is in it. Do you want 
men who will enter the service and pursue it with the idea 
that attention to their duties, efficiency, aptitude in their 
profession will conduce to their promotion, with the idea that 
courage and perseverance will give them advancement ? Or 
do you want men to go into the Navy knowing that it makes 
no difference what they po, the old moss-backs before them 
will be promoted and they will go up whether they do any- 
thing or not ? 

The question was then taken upon the amendment of Mr. 
Curtain, and it was agreed to, 76 to 66. 

The question recurring on the amendment of Mr. Robeson 
as amended, it was agreed to; there being—ayes 53, noes not 
counted. 

Mr. Harris, of Massachusetts—I wish to offer an amend- 
ment which I suggested some time ago and which I under- 
stand is acceptable to the Committee on appropriations. I 
move to insert after the word ‘‘ retirement,” before the pro- 
viso which has been adopted, the words ‘‘under the same con- 
ditions asif he had boen retired for physical disability incurred 
in the line of duty.” 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Knott—I move to strike out the word “five” in line 52 
and insert ‘eight ;” so as it will read “any captain the age 
of 58 years.” 

Mr. Calkins—I move to strike out the proviso with all the 
amendments that bave been added thereto. 

The Chairman—That includes more than was reported by 
the Cemmittee on Appropriations. 

Mr. Calkins’s amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Robeson—No further count. [ULaughter.] 

_ Mr. Calkins—I offer the following amendment : 

That hereafter all the vacancies which shall occur in the vari- 
ous grades of the line or staff of the Navy shall be filled by pro- 
motion as follows: For each two vacancies there shall be one 
promotion in each of the lower grades until such grade shall be 
reduced below the number fixed by the provisions of the act of 
August 5, 1882. 


Mr. Anderson—What is the present law ? 

Mr. Calkins—-The present law is that when there are two 
vacancies in the line one promotion may be made. This 
adds the staff also. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Calkins—Upon that I rise to a point of order. 

The Chairman—The gentleman will state it 

Mr. Calkins—I make the point of order against the provision: 

And provided further, That when a vacancy in the grade of 
rear-admiral shall occur it shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
the Navy to convene a board of three officers, not below thé grade 
of rear admiral, who shall select the names of five officers not be 
low the grade of captain, one of whom snall be nominated by the 
President to fill the said vacancy. 

The Chairman—The Chair is of the opinion that this is an 
independent provision standing by itself, that it does change 
existing law and does not retrench expenditure, and there- 
fore concludes that the point of order is well taken. 

Mr. Calkins—I now make a point of order against the 
proviso of the bill : 

And provided further, That the senior commodore, over whom 
a junior in rank is thus promoted, may, upon his own applica 
tion, be placed upon the retired list with the rank of rear-admiral. 

I make the point of order against that provisio that it does 
not upon its face retrench expenditures while it changes ex- 
isting law. 

The Chairman—The Chair sustains the point of order. 

Mr. Calkins—I now move to strike out the proviso: 

Provided, That hereafter all promotions to the grade of rear- 
admiral on the active list shall be made by selection from the 
grades of commodore and captain, and no more promotions to the 
grade of commodore shall be made, that grade being hereby abol- 
ished. 

I have said repeatedly to the committee and to the House, 
what is only a repitition of what I now say, that to strike 
down and abolish the grade of commodore, which in the 
Navy stands in exact juxtaposition to the grade of brigadier- 
general in the Army, the two grades in the two lines of ser- 
vice corresponding to each other, will be working a positive 
injustice to a class of men who were invited into the Navy 
seventeen years ag”, 

The motion was not agrred to. 

Mr. Blount—I now move, Mr. Chairman, to strike out, in 
lines 77 and 78 (‘‘ Licreafter all promotions to the grade of 
rear admiral on the active list shall be made by selection 
from the grades of commodore and captain,” the words, 
** made by selection.” 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Knott—I offer an amendment : 

Insert after the word ‘‘captain’’ the words ‘‘according to sen- 
iority, under the regulations now provided by law.” 

The amendment was agreed to. 

_ Mr. Anderson—I move to strike out the words: 

And no more promotion to the grade of commodore shall be 
made, that grade being hereby abolished. 

I do not see why, in the light of the glory of the American 
Navy, you seek not to hurt these men; oh, no, just simply 
to kill them; that is all. That is what this amounts to, and 
I = think it is fair, and that is why I offer this amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Thomas—The gentleman from Kansas [Mr. Anderson] 
seems to be laboring under the impression that this bill, by 
abolishing the grade of commodore, affects some of the 
commodores now in the service, some of the gentlemen who 
are entitled to the equities he has been speaking of. If he 
will look to the language of the bill, he will see that not one 
of the commodores now on the list is affected in the slight- 
est degree by this provision. The effect of this bill is simply 
to stop promotion to the grade of commodore, it being be- 
lieved by many who have investigated the subject that that 
is an orpamental grade not weeded in our service to-day, and 
that we can well spare it; and when we can cut that grade 
out without doing injury to any one, I think it is the part of 
wisdom and statesmansbip to do it. 

Mr. Anderson’s amendment was not agreed to. 

Mr. Robeson—I move to amend the paragraph (‘‘ crediting 
actual service in Volunteer or Regular Army or Navy”), by 
inserting after the word ‘‘service ” the following : 

Provided, That nothing in this clause shall be so construed as 
te authorize any change in the dates of commission, or in the 
relative rank of such officers. 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Blount said: I desire to move a peint of order on the 
portion of the paragraph, which is in these words : 

And should the sums appropriated for the pay of the officers 
on the active and retired lists of the Navy be insufficient, then 


' and in that case the Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized 

to use any and all balances which may be due or becoire due to 
| “Pay of the Navy,” from the other bureaus of the Department,

This proposition does not merely allow for convenience & 
tranfer of the pay of the active list to the retired list, vice 
| versa; but its operation is wider, and under it appropria- 
tions for pay of the Navy made twenty years ago may be 
utilized. 

Tke motion of Mr. Blount to strike out was agreed to. 

Mr. Robeson—I move to amend the paragraph, “for 
contingent expenses of the Navy,” by inserting after the 
word *‘abroad,” [‘‘cost of special instruction, and infor- 
mation abroad”] ‘‘and the collection and classification 
thereof.” 

The amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Talbott-—-By direction of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, I offer this amendment [in paragraph making appro- 
priation for Bureau of Ordnance] : 

The President of the United States is hereby authorized and 
required to select from the Army and Navy five officers who shall 
constitute a board for the purpose of examining and reporting to 
Congress which of the navy yards or arsenals owned by the Gov- 
ernment has the best location and is best adapted for the estab- 
lishment of a Government foundry for the manufacture of ord- 
nance adapted to modern warfare for the use of the Army and 
Navy of the United States, the cost of all buildings, tools, and 
implements necessary to be used in the manufacture thereof, 
including the cost of asteam hammer of sufficient size for the 
manufacture of the heaviest guns ; and the President is further 
requested to report to Congress the finding of said board at as 
early a date as possible: Provided, That no extra compensation 
shall be paid he officers serving on the board hereby created,” 

Mr. Robeson—As this comes from the Committee on Naval 
Affairs, I make no objection to it. 

The amendment was adopted. 

M~. Robesun—I move to insert, after the word “ pur- 
chase” fof auto-mobile torpedoes], the words ‘‘or manu- 
facture.” 

The amendment was agreed to. 

Mr. Harris—I move to strike out the paragraph . as 
amended and to insert in lieu thereof: 

For the purchase and manufacture of torpedoes adapted to 
naval warfare, and for the fixtures and machinery necessary for 
operating the same, $100,000: Provided, That said money shall 
only be expended for the purchase or manufacture of torpedoes 
the invention of citizens of the United States: And provided fur- 
ther, That no part of said money shall be expended for the pur- 
chase or manufacture of any torpedo until the same shall have 
been recommended by the Secretary of the Navy based upon a 
report to be madeto him by a board of naval officers to be 
created by him to examine and test said torpedoes and inventions: 
And provided further, That asum not exceeding $50,000 out of 
said appropriation shall be paid to Asa Weeks, when he shall exe 
cute and deliver to the United States areleasein writing of all 
claims for the present or future use by the United States of his 
invention in torpedoes and in the machinery for operating, con 
trolling, and exploding torpedoes, or relating inany way to the 
subject of torpedo warfare, whether patented or otherwise: Pro- 
vided, however, That said payment shall only be made on the re- 
commendation of the Secretary of the Navy, based upon a report 
of the board of officers above provided for, 

Some years ago, as a member of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs of a Democratic House, when my friend from Ten- 
nessee [Mr. Whitthorne] was the chairman, this subject of 
torpedoes was committed to my charge. I invest gated the 
invention of the gentleman named in my amendment, Asa 
Weeks, and with the unanimous approbation of my commit- 
tee I reported a bill in his favor, believing that he should be 
rewarded in some way for his many yeurs of service io this 
regard. Subsequent to that time, with the advice, assistance 
and encouragement of Admiral Porter; and finally at last 
with the encouragement and assistance of the Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance, Mr. Weeks produced his locomotive 
torpedoes of which I have spoken. For eight years at least 
he devoted his whole time to the subject and paid his own 
expenses, receiving nothing whatever from the Government. 
The whole purpose of this section as originally drawn is to 
take $100,000 here appropriated and give it to Mr. White- 
head, the inventor of the Whitehead torpedo, a European 
invention and manufacture. I believe that the Whitehead 
torpedo is entirely worthless as a torpedo, and I do not pro- 
pose to stand here and see any money voted for it if I can 
help it. 

The amendment of Mr. Harris was agreed to. 

Mr. Ellis—I offer the following amendment to the appro- 
priation for the Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting: 

And the Secretary of the Navy is authorized and empowered at 
his discretion to constitute andintroduce as a portion of the 
equipment of the Navy the life-saving dress adopted and approved 
by the Life-Saving Service of the United States. 

The amendment was agreed to. 


The debate continued on the 24th and 25th in the Com- 
mittee of the Whole, and on the latter day the bill es 
amended was reperted to the House and passed. The House 
rejected, by a vote of 84to 116, the amendment in commit- 
tee, that chiefs of bureaus shall receive no additional pay by 
reason of their holding such places. The amendment to pay 
Asa Weeks $50,000 for his torpedoes, which, like the amend- 
ment just mentioned, the Committee of the Whole decided 
to have voted on in the House, was adopted, 129 to 93 

Having already given enough of the debate to show the 
temper of the House on both sides regarding the Navy, we 
wil! now merely add the amendments to the bill as passed 
including those above given and others subsequently agree 
to. The-vote on the bill was, yeas, 135; nays, 99, the oppo- 
sition being composed principally of Democrats.

NATIONAL GUARD SIGNAL CORPS. 


. 
* The vital importance of signalling in military movements 
iz so well known to all professivnal soldiers, that it is some- 
what singular that State troops, in their march of improve- 
— have not paid more attention to a matter so simple in 
and yet so egsential in its results. 

We presume this inertness is due to an erroneocs im- 
pression as to the difficulty of proper instruction, and also 
of the underrating of the importance of signalling in these 
days of telegraphy and telephony. 

A few years ago Governor Robinson and Adjutant General 
Woodward, recognizing the importance of a movement in 
this direction, ordered the equipment of a signal corps, and, 
under the intelligent instruction of Col. Bridge, Maj. Farr 
and others, it was carried out with successful results. Sev- 
eral public drills, by day and by night, were given, and com- 
munication was had from Governor’s Island, through various 
parts of Brooklyn, to different armories and to extreme 
points in Wilhamsburg. Had such messages to be sent by 
orderlies, the delay and danger to messengers pushing their 
way through mobs can easily be understood. 

Massachusetta followed the example of New York, anda 
Bi corps was attached to one of the Boston organizations. 
Col. Barbour, of the 1st Conn., has also in successful opera- 
tion a signal corps; but in New York the matter, for some 
reason or other, has been lying dormant. 

We trust, however, that it will not be allowed to remain so

NATIONAL GUARD ASSOCIATION, STATE OF NEW 
YORK. 


The &fth annual convention of this association was held at the 
rooms of Co. B, 10:h Battalion, Albany, ou January 22 and 24. 
Nearly every organization in the State being represented, the at- 
tendance was the greatest in the history of ti.e association. 

For several years past the efforts of the body, which is com- 
posed of officers of the National Guerd, have been turned toward 
the securing of a revision of the Military Law of the State. A 
commission was appointed by Gov. Cornell, whose labors re- 
sulted in what was knowa as the Townsend code. The bill was, 
however, not reported by the Military committees of the Legis- 
lature. Last year a committee from the on revised this 

bill, and it was presented by the Assemblyman Roogerelt. A 


and an exciting debate followed, which was ended by Geueral 
Rogers stating that he had a bill which he was ready to sabmit 
tu the association. It was decided that this bill should be at 
once taken up and di d. Theg before reading the 
proposed new law, announced that it had been prepared by Col. 
Clark, of the 7th regiment, ani submitted to, altered, and ap- 
proved by Adjt. Geu. Farnsworth. He turther added, that he 
was authorized to assure the association that Gov. Cleveland took 











a warm interest in the National Guard of the State, and was dis- 
posed to do everytuing in reason to promote its interests, 

The new bill provides that the wearing of the State service 
uniform, in the performance of duty under State orders, should 
be compulsory upon all organizations in the State National 
Guard—that the imprisonment clause be abolished, except in 
cases of delinquency when troops are called into active service, 
or breaches of military discipline, that dishonorable discharge be 
substituted for the non-payment of dnes and fines; for a specified 
amount of duty to be required before the granting of an honor- 
able discharge or betore the military tund should be paid to or- 
ganizations; for the abolishing of the uniform and equipment 
tund in every form; for no all »wauce to be made to officers, and 
no allowance for full dress uniforms, except the permission to 
use a portion of the regimental fund tor this purpose; the mili- 
tary funds of the State to be $1,000 for divisions, $750 for brigades, 
$2,000 for regiments of ten companies, and a pro ra‘a allowance 
for organizations having less then ten companies: $1,000 for bat- 
teries, and $400 for separate companies of infantry; all organiza- 
tions to perform sixty per cent. of duty before such moneys would 
be allowed. 

The first of these clauses was the only one debated on the first 
day, the opposition coming fromthe 7th, 9th, 22d and 69th regi- 
ments, which Col. Clark in an able speech claimed represented 
fully one half of the numerical strength of the State forces. This 
debate was carried on fon over an hour and a half, when in order 
to bring the subject to a final test, Col. McLeer of Brooklyn offered 
the following : 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of this Association that the en- 
tire National Guard of the State should have to wear a State ser 
vice uniform in accordance with the provisions of the proposed 
Military Code.” 

This resolution was strongly opposed by Ool. Clark and Col. 
Porter, and the following substitute was offered : 

**Resolved, That this Association isin favor of a State service 
uniform for the National Guard, provided that any organization 
that prefers to retain its present uniform shall not be compelled 
to accept the State service uniform; and provided that no money 
equivalent be paid to such organization as retains its present uni- 
form, except for men thereafter enlisted.” 

A vote having been taken, the substitute of Col. Clark was lost 
by 27 to 37; and the resolution of Col. McLeer adopted by 38 
to 23. 

On resolution the further consideration of this code was refer- 
red to a spec itt P ting each Brigade, as follows: 
Col, Cruger and Major Rand, ist; Cols. Ciark and Svott, 2d; Col. 
McLeer, 3d; Gen. Brownell and Col. Ward, 4th; Gen. Oliver, 5th; 
Gen. Derriog, 6th; Capt. Randall 7tn, and Gan. Graves &th. This 
committee to report to the Asscciation on the following morning. 
At 10 o’clock a.m. on the 24th the convention re-assembled, 
when Gen. Oliver, chairman of the committee on proposed Code, 
announced that the committee had agreed and were ready to re- 
port. He stated that as the main features of the new code were 
the same as those adopted by the Legislature of 1882, it would be 
unnecessary to read the full bill. He would, however. read the 

da ti din by the committee, viz.: 

The rank of all Division and Brigade staff officers, except aides- 
de camp, should be equal. 

That regimental surgeons should rank as major, and assistant 
surgeons as captain; inspectors of riflu practice to rank as Ist 
lieutenants. 

Bands shall not countin the effective strength of a command. 

First sergeants and Q. M. sergeants of comp nies to be appoint- 
ed by their captains. 

A State service uniform to be issued to each organization in the 
National Guard of the State; except such organizations as do not 
make requisition for same. All new recruits to be uniformed 
either in the State uniform, and if not required for, in the present 
fatigue uniform of their organizations. 

Vhe State service uniform shall be worn at annual inspection 
and muster, at camp, and for all duty ordered by the Command- 
er-in-Chief. 

The annual een to the military fund, $750, shall be 
allowed to each Division and Brigade. 

$250 to each troop or battery, and $600 for horse hire; and to 

eac’ gi t and separate pany $8 per man for every en- 
listed man present at annual muster. 
$50 is allowed to each mounted officer, and $30 to each company 
ofticer—iniantry. 
The imprisonment vlause to be retained, with the provision 
that, aiter the arrest and imprisonment of a delinquent, he shall 
be dishonorably discharged from the State service, and be dis 
qualified from again joining the National Guard fora period of 
five years. 

Courts martial fer divisions, brigades and separate companies 
and batteries were provided for. 

Inspectors of rifle practice are not required to attend matches 
for prizes, nor to perform any duty prescribed by the general in- 
spector of rifle practice, except through their regimental com- 
manders. 

The State camp to be established, but no. regiment to be sent 
two successive years into camp against its will. 

These provisions were severally debated, and the whole was 
finally adopted; and the president, Gens. Oliver and Brownell 
and Major Welch were appointed a special committee to confer 
with the Adjutant General, prepare the new code, and submit it 
to the Legislature. 

Col. Scott, Capt. Cowan and Capt. Harding were appointed a 
committee to wait on the Adjutant General, and consult with 
him as to the best mesns of revising the books and blanks now 
used by the State, with a view to the reducing of the clerical 
duties of commissioned officers.

The convention then adjourned. 
The adoption of this code, thouzh not entirely satisfactory to 
the delegates, is & good move on the part of the As- 
sociation, and if the consent of Gov. Cleveland to the appropria- 
tions can be secured—$30,000 for yeneral expenses and $150,000 
tor the State uniform—there is very little doubt but that the law 
will pass poth houses, and under its provisions the condition of 
the State forces will be y improved. 





WORTHY OF IMITATION. $ 

New York National Guardsmen often boast that the mili< 
tia of their State is the best organized and equipped body or 
citizen soldiery in the country, and that it is the model fof 
all other States. This may bo true, in some respects, but if 
they will read the synopsis of the Adjutant General’s report 
of Connecticut, published in the present issue of the Journar, 
the7 will find that the New York National Guard is in sev- 
eral respects behind that of the smaller State. Connecticut 
proposes to do xway with the pernicious elective system of 
Officers; it haz availed itself of the act of Congress providing 
for the furnishing by the general Government of heavy ord- 
nance for the instruction of the State troons; its small! forces 
has a comparatively efficient body of signal gol iiers, and it is 
under fair headway towards entirely abolishing the obsolete 
gray, cut-away coat, all but one regiment being uniformed 
In blue frock coats. 

New York and other States would do well to profit by the 
example of Connecticut, especially in previding for a more 
efficient system of furnishing officers for the National Guard, 
a matter which we recommend to the revised military code 
makers, who are just now busily at work. 








TuHIrTceENtTH New Yor«.—Col. D. E. Austen.—The right wing 
(companies G, E, D, F, and K), which assembled at the armory 
for battalion drill on Monday evening, Jan. 22, was equalized into 
7 commands of 12 full files, companies G and K being divided. 
The drill was decidedly one of instruction, the opening portion 
being devoted to the manual, the Colonel taking a rifle in his 
own hands, accomyanying tue commands by the execution, by 
which he infused decided life into the drill. It was the first drill 
of the season, and gave evidence that the perfection in the man- 
ual of arms, a3 shown last season, was not to be lost sight of this 
winter and that the 13th would continue its well known superi- 
ority in this respect. The march in column of fours which 
followed, was well executed, with perhaps a slight loss of dis- 
tance in Company F, which was the least steady of the companies 
in line, its commandant being apparently rather nervous, The 
obliquing by companies, which was dwelt upon, was not well 
done, with the exception of Company G, which in this movement 
was in marked contrast to the other companies. The marching 
by wings—front of four companies—in line of battle was well 
Mone, and the Jarge audience present broke out into loud ap- 
plause, which was well merited, but troublesome to the command- 
ing officers. 

Left front into line, the next movement, was the poorest pe § 
formed of the evening, the fours not preserving their unity ana 
coming up into position by a turn, rather than by an odlique to 
the left, and then inarch direct to the front. Considerable prac- 
tice is necessary to perfect this, and also to impress upon the 
men that double time in obliquing, or otherwise, does not mean 
to run into position; it isa movement in lime, and the get there 
style should be corrected by makinya specialty at company drill. 

The drill, as a whole, was an excellent one,and for the first 
of a season, much more perfect than weare in the habit of seeing. 
An improvement might be made by greater rapidity in equaliza- 
tion by the adjutant. 

The regiment will drill on Monday and Friday nights, Jan. 26, 
and Feb. 2, preparatory to the visit of Gen. Fitzhugh Loe, on Feb. 
7. On the latter occasion both the Veteran Association and the 
Cadets will pass in review. 

The Cadet Company of the 13th met on Wednesday evening, 
Jan, 24, for election of officers. The result was as follows :

Twetrra New Yorx—Ool. 8. V. R. Cruger.—Wing drills 
were held in this regiment, January 15 and16. The right 
wing, on Monday, January 15 (Companies F, I, K and A), 
formed in the order named, with Lieut. Col. Wilson in com- 
mand. The equalization was prompt at 8 p. m., the battalion 
being formed with four companies of eight files front. Drill 
began with the l, the presence of recruits showing 
plainly along the line. The marching movements were ad- 
vance and retreat in line, with changes to the column of 
fours, and marches in column and by the flank. The step 
was very faulty, while distances were almost neglected, as 
shown by the gaps when the fours were wheeled into line. 
The instructor repeatedly called attention to this loss of dis- 
tance, and rated the file closers for not attending to their 
duties. He stated in the plainest of terms that these offices 
were not made for ornament, that file closers had specific 
duties to perform, and, if they would attend to them, the 
repeated Joss of distance and constant changes of step would 
not occur. The first break of the evening was caused by a 
misconception of the command. The battalion, marching 
in retreat, by the flank of companies, the command was 
fours right, which would again form the column of compa- 
nies. The two right companies correctly executed the order, 
while the left companies went column right, forming column 
of fours. This was clearly what the instructor meant, for 
the right /. -r were directed to execute right forward 
fours right. The second company, however, went left for- 
ward fours left, and when the forces were wheeled into line 
the color company was, of course, inverted. The captain 
was at once directed to properly form his company, and the 
drill was continued ; but the break seemed to have demor- 
alized the company commanders, for error after error wif 
committed. The close column formations and deploymeuts 
were ragged in the extreme, the advances in line were strag- 
giing, while even the marches in column of fours and by the 
flank were of a very poor description. In fact, for fully half 
an hour, the drill was about as bad as bad could be, and 
though the lieutenant colonel and the adjutant labored hard 
to keep things straight, they could not overcome the ner- 
vousness of the officers. A rest was finally called, and the 
late men collected, some 18. These were formed in the 
small drill room, and after being lectured by the instructor, 
were turned over to a non-commissioned officer for special 
drill. This was a manceuvre totaliy unexpected by the de- 
linquents, and the chances are that hereafter not one of 
these men will report late. The battalion was then consoli- 
dated into three companies of twelve full files, and the drill 
continued, though we are compelled to state that there was 
very little improvement in the execution of the movements, 
and wo are led to the conclusion, from watching the numer- 
ous deficiencies of company commanders, that they do not 
read up the school of the battalion. There was a lack of 
confidence shown in the giving of commands to the com- 
panies, and a hesitancy in the execution of movements, 
which must have been painful to the lieutenant colonel. He, 
however, continued the drill until all had settled down, so 
that the closing movements were to a certain extent satisfac- 
tory, bat yet far below what ought to be expected from the 
12th Regiment. Theoretical drills and blackboard practice 
are greatly needed by the officers of this wing. . ; 

On Tuesday night Companiss'B, G, E, and H equalized in 
twelve files front, were at ten minutes past eight o'clock 
turned over to Col. Cruger, who was the instructor. The 
formation was beautifally executed, the present good, and 
the opening marches, column of fours and in line in the 











matter of step, distances, and attention to orders, all that 
could be desired, Indeed, it seemed hard to reconcile the 
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fact that this body of men and officers belonged to the same | 
battalion as the wing drilled on tbe previous evening, For | 
one hour movement after movement waa executed with | 
scarcely. a perceptible error. ployments into column, with 
deployments on the right, left, and interior companies, 
marches in line and in column of companies, with successful 
wheelings and an almost accurate preservation of distance, 
while the attention tothe minor details, dressing, and changes 
of manual, was all that could be desired. After a short | 
rest the ranks were opened and the manual of arms executed. | 
The recruits were here again easily seen, for the movements 
were not uniform and frequently slurred. 

The field officers here retired from the active command of 
the battalion and Capt. Burns, Company B, was ordered to 
instruct the command. He continued the manual for a 
short period, marched incolumn of fours, and by the flank 
of companies, with formations of to and on ‘the right and 
left close column of companies and divisiuns. The double 
column'was next formed, and from this formation, to the 
astonishment of the colonel, the captain ordered *‘ columu 
of fours, first division, right forward fours, right.” Of 
course the column of fours was correctly formed, but to the 
disgust of the captaln everything was inverted, His third 
company was on the right, the left company third, and the 
original first company last. How to'straighten ont the com- 
mand was the problem, which’ the captain was now called 
upon to solve, for he was not ready to acknowledge that 
unless he r sumed his normal porition—double‘column—he 
could not deploy so a8 to place his companies in their correct 
positions as originally formed. Evéry cotiveivable combins- 
tion was made, by companies and divisions; the original 
right and left companies would not resume their correct 
positions. The officers saw that ‘the captain was in trouble, 
and we must say w3re not in a hutry to help him out, and 
for the first time during the evening the men began to sag 
and the discipline to become lax. A timely reproof, how- 
ever, acted as a braceup, and the movements were continued. 
Finally, the captain acknowledged that his efforts were 
unavailing. So by ‘on the left close column of divisions,” 
the ‘* dc uble co umn” was resumed, then a change of direc- 

tion by the right flank and the correct deployment was 

erfected. The colonel then ordered the dismissal of the 
attalion. 

We learn from Ool. Cruger that he intends, at all the 
future battalion drills of the 12th, to devote at least half an 
hour of each evening, to the purpose of testing the abilities 
of the several captains in the handling of the battalion. He 
does not intend to notify his officers as to which of them 
shall be selected until the hour arrives, nor will they be 
notified in advance as to what movements they will be 


called upon to execute. We heartily commend the idea; it’ 


will compel company officers to study hard, and will give the 
ravk and file a confidence in their captains which cannot be 
underestimated. 





E1cutu New Yorr.—Col. Geo. D. Scott.—The first drill 
of the right wing took place Jan. 10 under command of Ool. 
Scott. The battalion was equalized into four commands of 
twelve files. Formation was defective ; the captain of the 
color company instead of halting his command so as to have 
one of the markers opposite each flink, marched it too far, 
ignoring one of the markcrs completely, aud ‘the colonel or- 
dered the formation repeated, when it was effected in a 
proper manner, The first exercise was the manual, and this 
was executed no better than the want of supervision of de- 
tails which we have often pointed out in our reports on the 
company drills would have led us to expect. The marching 
opened with breaking of fours from the right to march to 
the left, followed by the same movement from the left. 
Barring the usual defects in the distances and alignments of 
the fours, this muvement was on general principles correctly 
executed. The same can be said of the formation of column 
to the rear both by the right and left flanks—a rather ua- 
usual occurrence, as this movement is generally butchered, 
and ‘we gladly concede to this regiment full credit for execut- 
ing it correctly at the firat start. Afcter formation of line on 
the right, twice repeated, the battalion, being in column of 
fours, was ordered to perform ‘right front into line, which 
ws a failure through fault of the second captain, who did 
not march bis company to the right as explained in para- 
graph 422, The colonel then gave an explanation of the 
movement, when it was executed properly. The drill wound 
up by the execution of fours right rear companies on right 
into line and the same movement to the opposile flink, 
which having been exolained before the commands were 
given, were performed correctly. 

The drill by the left wing Jan. 18 under Lieut.Col. Shill- 
ing was also with four companies of twelve files; and a 
second formation was again necessitated on account of the 
captain of the color company failing to give the command 
support arms, Centre forward, fours left and right, was 
correct, but fours right, right companies on right into line, 
was'a failure, the two left companies executing fours left, 
In performing left front into line from a ‘halt the captain of 
the first company omitted the support, and the first four of 
tho left company took up the double time, which necessitated 
an explanation and repetition, after which the movement 
was fairly performed, The remaining movements were 
similar to those of the right wing referred to above, and as 
they were on the whole correctly executed, we omit to give 
them in detail. The manual was fair, considering the sort 
of preliminary instruction given in company and squad drill. 
While in both drills the movements lacked nicety and exact- 
nessin their execution, they were, with the exceptions of 
the ‘criticisms mede in this report, correctly performed, At 
the second driil the adjutant had to leave at about 9 >, a1 
and after that the commander of the drill, Lieut.-Col. Schill- 
ing performed the duty of posting markers, etc.; in’ addition 
to. his own duties. 


Ninto New Yorr—Ool, W. Seward, Jr.—The second bat- 
talion drill (left wing) took place at the Armory, January 16, 
under command of Col. Seward, Lieut. Hertz acting as ad- 
jutant. The drill had been announced at 8 rp. m., but it was 
nearer 9 when adjutant’s call was ordered, This late assem- 
bly seems to have become a permanent feature of this regi- 
ment, and the change of commanders has brought no im- 
provement in this respect. : Tbrotigt the bad example set by 
the officers, the men have fallen into a confirmed habit of 
being behind time. Unless every member who so offends is 
brought before a court, which shall impose the full penalty 
of the law, we doubt if the defect will ever be corrected. 
Before commencing our report of the drill, we will again 
call attention to the fact that when the command “in place 
rest” was given, we counted 18 men wiio left the ranks and 
the drill hall in about threeminutes, While it is unsoldierly, 
on general principles, to leave the ranks on any except very 
urgent circumstances, here the command was ‘in place 
rest,” which means thaf the.men should keep ons foot on 
the alignment ; and, under these circumstances, no company 
commander has. the right to allow his men to leave the ranks 
without the permission of the battalion commander. 

The cOmmand was equalized into five companies of twelve 
files each, with blawks in the rear ratik. ~ Some officers wore 
blouses and some dress coats. The tnafiual ih the execution 
of some of the commands was fair, in others decidedly rag- 
ged, and we noticed several men who laughed at their own 


mistakes. The marching manceuvres were on the same plan 
astbhose of the right: wing last week. commencing with 
match in columh of fours, with’ defective ‘distances between 
fours as“wéll as betwedn companiéds and uneVen ‘step, and 
want of uniformity in the slopé of the pitces at right shoul- 
dér.

/umn of companies was next executed, during which dis- 


tances were ‘unequal and ‘alignments at times ragged and 
wavering. The'step in front seemed too swift, and thé'rear 
compties fell behind in changing direction. We again 
heard the command, “ Guide right left wheel,” which is su- 
perfluons and wrong, as it is a general rule that durin 
wheels the guide is on the marching flank (see par. 59), an 
it was incorrect on the part of the guides on that flank to 
bring their pieces to the carry at the above command, as the 
guide had been announced as left by the battalion com- 
mander. On acvunt of the loss of distance, especially by 
the rear company, when the command, companies right for- 
ward fours night, was given, several companies, and particu- 
latly the last, were way behind, and a rush was made to re- 
gain the lost distance, so that the battalion had to'perform 
arather lengthy march before the defect was corrected. 
Quite a number of changes fiom column of fours into col- 
umn of companies, and the reverse, were made, but the 
saffid errors were made each time, and when the battalion 
wheeled into line by companies, quite a ‘arge extent of lost 
ground had to be regained in dressitig. In wheeling into col- 
uti of companies, the latter were not halted 3 yards from the 
perpendicular. In closing in mass on 5th ‘conipany, the 3d 
cedmpany performed the second about by fours away from 
the point of rest, and lost distance and time by the mistake. 
The formation of companies into line on the march from bat- 
talion column of fours was ragged, some companies failing to 
take up the double time, and the execution of fours left rear 
companies left front into line was a mass of confusion, which 
made it impossible to tell where the mistakes were, Right 
of companies rear into column was bad, companies not being 
halted promptly, and fours losing distance, which it took 
long to regain in dressing. Inaclosein mass the captains 
failed to bring their companies to support arms, 

These and some changes of direction by the right and left 
flanks formed the movements of the evening, and were again 
and again repeated until, to speak fairly, some improvement 
was reached towards the close of the dril!, when the men got 
warmed up somewhat. We also noticed that some captains, 
after performing fours right about in line, dressed their com- 
mands to the wrong flank, and in the formation of the bat- 
talion the captain of the 3d company placed himself along- 
side of the captainof the color company during the alignment 
of his company. Afterwards the senior captuin of these two, 
instead of stepping to the front would step into the rear rank 
during the dress. 

The dress parade, which wound up the exercise, was bad. 
The formation was made three times before 1t suited, and 
the acting adjutant brought the command to rear open or- 
der at support arms, without having directed the captains to 
bring their companies to parade rest, and without sounding 
off. 
The colors on this occasion were correctly placed in the 24 
company. At the battalion dtill before this they were er- 
roneously placed in the 8d company, a defect which we ne- 
glected to criticize in our report of that drill, 


Seventy First New Yorx—Ool. Richard Vose.—A dress 
parade was held at the armory on Monday evening, January

the State, The line formed at 8 p. m., but owing to the want 
of room in the armory, it was impossible to manceuvre the 
regiment, and the principal feature was the manual of arms, 
handsomely executed.

The State badges were then presented to sixty-six marks- 
men, 

An informal reception and hop was then given to the ladies 
who have interested themselves in preparation for the fair in 
aid of the new armory fund of the 71st regiment, which will 
open in the armory on March 26, Easter Monday. The regi- 
mental band furnished the music, and the guests of the regi- 
mént thoroughly enjoyed themselves. 


TweEnty-Stconp New Yorx—Ool. Josiah Porter—The 22d 
are certainly working hard to kéep the first place in the 
National Guard as accorded to them in the report of the 
Inspéctor General. The non-commissioned officers’ school 
ander direction of Adjutant Harding has become a reality, 
and is under fair headway. The system of instruction pur- 
sued is by recitation of given lessons in tactics and demon- 
stration of movements on the blackboard. This system 
will be of special benefit in the instruction of 
guides, who, as a general thing, are not as well in- 
formed as they should be, as we observed at the first recita- 
tion, which took place Jan. 17. We learn that Col. Porter 
contemplates instituting s course of théoretical instruction of 





officers, and as this is a step in the right direction we hope 
that he will carry out his intention and have every success in 
o—s it. Other organizations would do well to establish 
similar institutions. 

The first battalion drill of the left wing took place Jan. 18. 
There was little variety in the movements, the point aimed 
at evidently being perfection in one evolution before the next 
one was attempted. The Adjutant, instéad of marching in 
his place, under instructions from the Colonél had geueral 
supervision of the drill, and for this purpose was at liberty 
to go atiywhere where correction was needed. Some of the 
field officers did not always. march in their proper places. 
The manual was only fair. This is occasioned by the diff- 
erent degrees of instruction given in the several companies, 
some of which, as has beén mentioned in our reports of 
company drills, fall much behind in this respect, and, of 
course, wher good and bad are mixed in a battalion forma- 
tion, the result must turn out detrimental to the whole. It 
also appeared that some of the Ist Sergeants were not suffi- 
ciently well ‘instructed to know whether to execute the 
manual or not, and thir also ‘detracted from the general 
appearance of the drill. 
he first formation of the battalion was not quite satisfac- 
tory, amd therefore a second formation was had later in the 
drill, Some Officers appeared not well posted, and showed 
hesitation''in' dressing ‘their commands and taking their 
posts, In rectifyilig the alignment several Captains failed 
to take their positions after commanding front, and the 
Captain ia the right wihg- next to color company gave the 
command to dress before the latter was aligned. The 
double time was not good on account of too much hurry and 
rush. March in column of fours, with carry on halting, was 
perfect, with the exception of a slight tendency to veering 
off towards the direction of the marching flank in oe 
the corners, Quite a pamher of repetitions of opening an 
Closing of ratiks took place ‘until the movement was execu’ 
to suit the commanding officer. Manual on the march was 
good. For advances in line there is hardly room to give the 





men @ chance to straighten out the alignment and ‘steady 
down, and to effect this the command mark time was given, 
A correct alignment having thus been established. the men 
afterwards appeared very steady. Guides throughout ’ 
drill were prompt. Subject to the above criticism the 

was a satisfactory one.

ConneEoTicuT.—We have just received the report of the 
Adjutant General for 1882, afd publish the following imipor- - 
tant points contained therein ; 


There are 75.681 men liable to military duty, 51 644 of whom are 
assessed a commutation tax of $2 each, which gives a military 
revenue of $193,288. The National Guard, force.at present com 
prises four regiments and one battalion (colored) of Infantry and 
one battery of Heavy Artillery, with a total of 166 officers and 
2301 enlisted men. This force is deemed sufficient, and no in- 
crease isrecemmended. The main event of the year was the 
encampoient at East Lyme in Septem vnder command of 
Brig. Gen Smith. The amount of hard, active niilitary duty per 
formed by officers and men at this camp bas never been equalled 
in the State, and it has been demonstrated that the National 
Guard is proficient in battalion drille, field manceuvres and cere- 
monies, “but, at the same time. it is yery evident that more time 
and attention should be given to the first setting up of the sol- 
dier, to courtesy to superiors the details of guard duty, and the 
enforcement of a firmer discipline, As ¢xpressed by Maj McCrea 
in his report of the inspection of May, 1881, ‘the greatest defi- 
ciency of the National Guard is the Jack of discipline in many of 
the companies.’ This might belargely remedied at camp if the 
po ene rg g officers would give the matter careful and judicious 
attention.” 

“Under the provisions of section 2, Act of May 9, 1880, U. 8. 
Statutes, requisition has been made on the Secretmiy of War for 
two heavy guns and four mortars, with carriages and platforms, 
the same to be mounted and @ suitable battery constructed on 
the camp ground, The requisition has been approved and the 
battery will be constructed this spring. With this addition to 
the camp the troops can be instructed and exercised in heavy 
artillery drill, and as this State is so situated as to be exposed to 
attacks from the sea, it would seem that this matter was one of 
paramount importance and should receive proper attention.” 

TheBoard organized for the preparation of anew code have nani- 
mously recommended that the law providing for the election of 
officers be repealed, and that all officers shall be nominated to 
the Commander-in Chief for appointment, company officers to be 
nominated by the com dant at the regi t battalion or bat 
tery, and field officers by the brigadier general. ‘T'his recommen- 
— a in the interest and welfare of the service is heartily 
endorsed. 

The report recommends that the 2d regiment, which still re- 
tains the gray cut-away coat, gray trousers and shako, be reuni- 
formed in blue frock coats, light blue trousers, and helmets, 
fatigue caps, and blouses, the uniform of the remainder of the 
guard. The cartridge box now in use is reported as unsuitable, 
new bayonet scabbard should be provided, and with these excep- 
tions it can be safely said that the guard is fully and reliably 
armed and equipped. 

With reference to target practice it is stated that 48 members 
are entitled to wear the sharpshoote~’s badge and 346 the marks- 
man’s badge, showing a larger number of marksmen and a de- 
crease in the number of sharpshooters in compari:on with the 
previous yaar, and this decrease is in the Ist and 4th regiments, 
a fact which the Adjutant General is unable to account for. 

“The matter of improved sights for rifles is one that must 
receive attention, but before wind-gauge sights are provided the 
rear sights of the Peabody rifles should be taken off and properly 
mounted on the barrels A wind-gauge sight for the rifles was 
adopted about two years agoand # change of the present sights 
authorized, but the Quartermaster General deeming the work 
unsatisiactory, only about 250 of thé Springfield rifles were 
changed.”’ 

The Iaspector of tatget practice reports that “‘in regard to the 
regimental report of target practice I find a condition of ineffi- 
ciency and neglect not creditable to the regiments, the reports © 
not being madein accordance with orders,and not being for- 
warded in time for the brigade report being made within the 
time specified by orders. . . . The Ist regi t is a notable ex- 
contien, the report of this regiment being a model in every 
respect.”’ 

Brigadier-General 8. R. Smith in his report on the encam 
ment says that it was again shown to be 8 wise measure, He 
recommends that the militia law be amended go as to provide for a 
medical director, who shall have charge of the sanitary condition . 
of the camp ; and also the appointment of a chief signal officer or 
engiveer, He further states that ‘ the signal and engineer corps, 
under the charge of Acting Chief Signal Officer Charies L. Burdett, 
of the Ist regiment, did most excellent work. This branch of 
military service—one of the greatest importance—has hitherto 
been neglected in this State. 

“The guard duty, while imperfectly performed, was as good as 
might be expected of troops whose officers fail during the entire 
drill season of the year, to teach their men this very important 
part of a suldier’s duty. The best guard dnty of the week was 
done by the Ist and 24 regiments, The driJl and evolutions of 
the battery. whetber routine or for exhibition, were so g at 
I take pleasure in complimenting Captain Lee, ite commandant, 
upon his success in workin, his battéry up to such a high de- 
gree of excellence. The conduct of the men was excellent during 
the entire week. and no offence was committed by a soldier re- 
quiring punishment, and considering that such « large number 
of men were encamped, this record is a very gratifying one to 
report,”’ 

The field mancuvres and sham battle of the Ist regiment, 
under its energetic and able commander, Col. Lucius A, Barbour, 
are favorably mentioned, and thereport of Col. Barbour is @ 
pended. Col. Barbour also calls attention to the efficiency of the 
signal department, and recommends the addition to each regi- 
ment of a Ist lieutenant as engineer and signal officer, and states 
that a room in the larger armories for the illustration of fortifi- 
cations and earthworks (with moulding sand) would, in his jadg- 
ment, be an idea worthy of careful consideration.

The Adjutant General gives the following as the reasons for 
the organization and maintenance of this torce :

Second—To prov:de an organized, instructed, disciplined and 
equipped force available in any great national emergency to sup- 
ply the place of the RegularArmy (now barely strong enough to 
constitute an efficient frontier Indian police force), while a vol 
unteer army is being formed and equipped to meet the special 
demand of the time.

eight companies of infantry, one troop of cavalry, and une 4-gun 
battery of light artillery. 

Part of the militia is armed with Cal. 50 and part with Cal. 15 
muskets and carbines, and it is recommended that the whole 
force be armed with Cal. 45 weapons of the latest improved pat- 
tern, aud thatit be equipped with fatigue uniforms of United 
States pattern. It seems that the State does not provide its sul- 
diers with overcoats, woollen or rubber blankets, and the supply 
of these articles is recommended as a measure of prime ‘neces- 
sity; and the report stigmatizes “‘the idea of the State of Wis- 
cousin calling on a body of its citizens to abandon thei avoca- 
tions for an indefinite period, and at a moment's notice, to serve 
tor a doliar a uay, and furpish thomselves with these necessities 
of active duty, as one which needs only to be considered to be 
condemned,” 

Rifle practice seems to be neglected, and the report, therefore, 
recommends that some definite amount of work in this depart- 
ment be prescribed and put in practice during the winter, so that 
a: least the rudiments of the position and aiming drill shall be 
taught in each company, and that gallery practice be encouraged 
whenever practicabie. 

Encampments are mentioned as of signal necessity for instruc- 
tion in all that pertains to the duty ot a soldier. 

In commenting upon the importance o! the National Guard Le 
wisely remarks that: ‘‘The fact that this country bas had four 
c msiderable wars within its first ceutury, and that no one gener- 
&tion, since the colonial period, has escaped a practical acquaint- 
aice with its stern realities, gives little ground to hope fur per- 
petual peace, except it be attained by such adequate preparation 
as shall of itself prevent any actual conflict with foreign or do 
mestic aggressors."’
